CUBA AND CUBAN TRADE. 


T last, with grip in hand and bag- 
gage stowed yf I stood on deck 
of the steamer Alabama, at the Mo- 
bile wharf. As the moorings were 

cast off, I waved a final good-bye to friends 
on the pier, and then I fully realized that 
this was my start for Havana, as the repre- 
sentative of the Northwestern Miller, in 
quest of information useful to millers who 
expect to trade with the importers of that 
island. It was but little less than four years 
since Mr. Barnes made the initial trip to 
Ouba for this journal. Then the island was 
Spanish to the core. At that time the war 
clouds were hovering and the insurgents, 
who had been oppressed by every form of 
taxation and abuse, had just taken up arms 
to struggle for liberty. 

I could not but contrast my own journey 
with that of Mr. Barnes’ as we moved out 
of Mobile bay into the gulf and looked to- 
ward Havana. The stars and stripes were 
waiting to t us at every point where the 
red and yellow of the Spaniard had waved 
before, and I realized that the basis of trade 
with the island was only now really estab- 
lished. Until now it had been a trade built 
upon sand, subject to Spanish caprice; or, 
more to the point, Spanish greed. 

As I have, in a previous article. touched 
on the steamship lines plying between 
southern ports and Ouba, I will omit fur- 
ther mention at this time, also of our short 
ocean trip; suffice it to say that, twelve 
hours out, we struck a nasty sea, which con- 
tinued rough until we were over the Florida 
strait and within the coast waters of the is- 
land. Then as night came and the moon 
angenees the sea became placid. 

@ arrived off Morro at 10 o’clock, and 
had to stand out at sea all night. The fort 
was close by and the great revolving light 
on the tower warned us away from the 
breakers. 

If the glittering lights of Havana are 
beautiful by moonlight, the sunrise adds 
wore charm and beauty to Havana harbor. 
Morro castle is formidable in appearance. 
It is located on a bold promontory and the 
walls of the risi cliffs are bluish in con- 
trast with the yellow walls of the battle- 


, cliffs continuously for a mile. Casa 


ments. Morro is almost joined to Cabanas, 
and the two fortifications stretch along the

a third point of fortification, stre 
on and 


along the cliff in farther continua 
the heights at this point overlook the wreck 
of the Maine. Along all those wnhing 
heights the stars and stripes are strung, and 
on this particular Sunday morning, when 
the first Ouban demonstration was to be 





given in Havana, I could not but quote these 
a handed down to us from colonial 
mes: 


“When Freedom from her mountain height 
Unfurled her standard to the air, 

She tore the azure robe of Night 
And set the stars of glory there!” 


The first thing that will impress the vis- 
itor to Havana is the peculiar coloring of 
the brick and clay houses. Brown, yellow, 
blue, and pink walls mingle in a coloring 
that is sure to attract. No picture can pos- 
sibly convey an idea of the effect. Havana 
has been written of a great deal, but for all 
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that one is scarcely prepared for everything 
that he sees, even for some of the om- 
inating features that make the most impres- 


sion. ‘ { 

The Spaniard and the mule are édmira- 
bly companionable. No one else ld pos- 
sibly along with the mule on such terms 
of intimacy as the Spanish mule-driver; 
while the mule is the beast best suited to 
hold his own with the Spanish teamster. 
The horses are all small and scrawny and 
miserably abused, while the mule is be- 
decked with spangles, red plumes and brass 
neck-covers; and he is always sleek and 
fat. The mule of Havana will compare 
with the best of his species anywhere, More- 
over, he is the lord of the animal creation 
on the island. In fact, Ouba seems devoid 
of animals. The dog and the cat family 
are missing; there is no representative of 
deer, hog, cow, or -horse, not even a monk- 
ey, so far as I can learn, that is native to 
the island. Birds, reptiles and insects are 
in profusion, and the imported representa- 
tives of the mammals, with the single ex- 
ception of the mule, are very poor specimens 
of their kind. 

I write of this because the visitor upon leav- 
ing the wharf is likely to get into a cab 
drawn by a horse several sizes too small for 
the vehicle. The little ‘‘plug’’ has got to 
get through the narrow streets on a trot. or 
be constantly belabored; and I cannot but 
think that the heavy whip gives pain even 
to those scrawny, hide-covered ribs. The 
streets of Havana are all narrow with the ex- 
ception of the Prado, and there is just room 
for two cabs to pass. Frequently the streets 
get choked, and then every driver abuses 
every other driver. 

You may drive at once to the Inglaterra 
and expect to get good accommodations 
for $4 per day, but you are sure to geta 
room without a window or ray of light, 
and you will have to bunt hard for your 
trunk in daylight. Twenty minutes of wait- 
ing will bring a match to light the candle, 
when you may take in your surroundings. 
Tile floors, no mirror, an earthen water- 
pitcher and regulation basin, one rough 
towel and a gorgeous Spanish bed. This 
bed is a sight. In the $5-a-day rooms they 
are really beautiful. Inlaid with pearl and 
canopied with lace, with a beautiful picture 
set in iron wicker for head-board and foot-

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An esteemed but somewhat previous con- 
temporary stated on March llth that the 
Winter Wheat Millers’ League, the Millers’ 
National Association, and the ‘‘ Millers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee’’ would ‘‘next week’’ file 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
a formal complaint against all the trunk 
lines in the matter of discrimination in 
rates on grain products. It published the 
text of the petition and stated that it would 
be filed by Mr. Gallagher, and ‘‘would bear 
the signatures’’ of Mr. M. H. Davis as pres- 
ident of the league and also as acting pres- 
ident of the Millers’ National Association, 
and that of Mr. Alex. H. Smith. We have 
scanned the columns of the subsequent issue 
of our contemporary to learn if ible 
something of the fate of this petition of 


which it seemed to have exclusive knowl- 

but although ‘‘next week’’ has come 
and gone, no f reference is made to 
the subject. Such an important document, 
‘*bearing the signatures’’ of the president 
of the Winter Wheat Millers’ League and 
the acting president of the Millers’ National 
Association as well as that of the chairman 
of the ‘‘Millers’ Executive Committee,’’ 
and presented in person by Mr. Augustine 
Gallagher himself, ought not to disappear 
entirely from human gaze in this mysteri- 
ous manner. Did it really bear these signa- 
tures and was it really presented to the at- 
tention of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission by the august ag age wee If so 
ag Daye EL eps 
t collapse comp milling wor 
is intensel interested in the result. Is this 
to be another case of Andree and his balloon 
or will the petition ‘‘bearing the signa- 
tures’’ be again heard from? The answer 
rests with our contemporary, the editor of 
which created the petition. and if it was 
indeed signed by the gentlemen named, 
toust have procured the signatures himself 
besides presenting it in person, if it was 
presented at all, which we doubt. 


Ir this petition did indeed ‘‘bear the sig- 
natures’’ of the president of the Winter 
Wheat Millers’ League and the acting pres- 
ident of the Millers’ National Association, 
that gentleman, Mr. M. H. Davis, must 
have been unaware of it, for we are war- 
ranted in saying that he declined to bea 

rty to the petition. The officers of the 

inter Wheat Millers’ League, after learn- 
ing that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion had no authority to enforce its own de- 
cisions, resolved that it would be useless to 
make a case before a court which had no 
jurisdiction. It therefore decided to direct 
its efforts toward the railroads themselves. 
To this end, the league went before the 
grain committee, which had the considera- 
tion of the question, and sent as its repre- 
sentatives Mr. M. H. Vavis, president of 
the league, and Mr. E. H. Evans, its treas- 
urer. hese gentlemen presented the ‘mill- 
ers’ case very forcibly before the committee, 
and the impression must have been favora- 
ble, inasmuch as the grain committee re- 
ported back to the central freight committee 
recommending unanimously that the rebate 
on export wheat be removed, thus placing 
wheat and flour on the same basis. This 
committee also took the ground that if the 
en committee did not agree to its orig- 
nal report, it would urge that flour be 
placed on the new basis of 171¢¢ Chicago to 
New York, the same as export wheat at pres- 
ent. The general committee did not see fit, 
at that time, to adopt the report, and in the 
rush of business the question was dis- 
missed. 


Tue Winter Wheat Millers’ League will 
be prepared with further information and 
will be again represented at the next meet- 
ing of the committee in April, when, it 
is hoped, success will be achieved. It is 
the intention of the league to first exhaust 
every effort to convince the railway com- 
panies that they are making a mistake and 
committing an injustice in maintaining 
this differential between wheat and flour 
for export. Failing in this, the league 
will then, and as a last resort, undertake 
some legislation which it believes will cor- 
rect the evil. Thus it will be seen the 
league’s policy is not to petition the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, but to work 
direct with the railroads; hence the state- 
ment made by our esteemed but somewhat 
previous contemporary that the president 
of the league would attach his signuture to 
its petition, seems unwarranted. The mill- 
ing trade can rely upon the league to look 
after this matter with its customary wis- 
dom and energy and without any red-fire, 
clap-trap, or gallery-play of any sort. It 
will succeed if any millers’ effort can be 
successful. It was the first to take this mat- 
ter up and had it well in hand before any 
movement to petition the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was undertaken. It 
would be as well not to interfere with its 
work, but to give it the support and encour- 
agement it deserves, and this can come with 
good grace from all millers, whether spring 
or winter, who desire to have the present 
discrimination against flour removed. Such 
millers should not waste their time in idle, 
useless petitions to a court which confessed- 
ly cannot compel the railroads to enforce its 
decisions. Rather they should give their 
aid and counsel, —— and suggestion to 
the organization which has taken hold of 
the matter earnestly and with good judg- 
ment. They may do so readily by address- 
ing the president of the. Winter Wheat Mill- 
ers’ League, Mr. M. H. Davis, Shelby, Ohio.

Editor Northwestern Miller: 

Referring again to the question of delayed 
shipments, we beg to call your attention to 
the following, which has just come to our 
notice: On Dec 6 and 7 the Akron Cereal 
Co. shipped via the Pennsylvania railroad, 
Philadelphia; and Hamburg-American Line, 
500 sacks rolled oats for Amsterdam. These 
were sold for specified shipment. We ob- 
tained a rate of 39c per 100 lbs, which was 
the asking- price of the Hamburg-American 
Line for a specified sailing not later than 
Dec. 24. The goods were ship from our 
mill promptly, in plenty of time to reach 
the seaboard before the specified time, We 
are advised today by our European repre- 
sentative that the goods did not reach Am- 
sterdam until Feb. 21. Also that the goods 
did not sail until Jan. 26. We are put to 
considerable loss as the customers would not 
receive the goods without some charges, 
claiming that the delay would cost them a 
smart loss. We have, therefore, made a 
claim against the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
for 3c per 100 Ibs on the freight, and for 250 
— or $100 American money, for our 

oss. 

We wish you would take this up in your 
paper and show up this kind of shipment. 
We believe if every mill would report these 
discrepancies to you and a record be made 
in your paper of them, it would have a tend- 
ency to help matters and give us better 
service.

Here we have the two extremes. Doubt- 
less both mills were equally anxious to get 
their flour through on time, and probably 
they exercised equal energy to expels their 
shipments. One lot cleared in less than 
two weeks from date of bill of lading. while 
the other left the seaboard more than a 
month later than the date of specified sail- 
ing. It seems reasonable to suppose that if 
one route can work stuff through quickly, 
another can do equally well, if it cares to. 
We agree with our Akron correspondent that 
if millers would report delinquencies, giv- 
ing the facts and the routes it would have a 
tendency to improve the service. In this 
connection it would be well to note the re- 
markable record made by the Lehigh Valley 
route. We have heard it asserted by compe- 
tent authority that over ninety per cent of 
the delays complained of on this season's 
work is traceable to the Lehigh Valley and 
its terminal connections. It is also charged 
that this bad eminence has been attained 
by speculation in rates. It seems incredible 
that one road would be able, even if it tried, 
to make such a magnificent showing. Nine- 
ty per cent is a very ~~? proportion in- 
deed ; we wonder why it did not try a little 
harder and achieve the hundred mark. We 
have no means of substantiating the charge 
of speculation. It may or may not be true, 
but so excessive have been the delays expe- 
rienced by some of those who received flour 
over this route that forbearance has ceased 
to be a virtue and they have determined to 
submit to it no longer. To this end, several 
responsible and withal conservative and 
long-suffering importers have notified their 
connections in America that on no account 
will they, during the next six months, ac- 
cept any drafts with bills of lading attached 
for goods shipped over the Lehigh Valley 
ruute. One firm of importers, doing one of 
the largest businesses in Scotland, and of 
the highest possible standing, in issuing 
this circular, says: ‘‘We are compelled to 
take this action, owing to having many par- 
cels of flour taking over five months from 
point of shipment until they arrive.’’ This 
isa most outrageous condition of affairs 
aud wholly inexcusable. In our opinion 
flour importers are more than justified in 
refusing to receive flour over this route, and 
we hope that the punishment will be made 
to fit the crime. A route which so grossly 
ignores the rights of the consignee should 
not receive a bag of flour for export from an 
American mill until it gives assurauce of 
an entire change in its methods. 
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Aaatx, and it is useless to deny it for we 
know it to be a fact, there has been a good 
deal of dating back of bills of lading by 
complaisant agents at the solicitation of 
their milling customers. This is an old 
trick and a very cheap and nasty one. It 
is rank dishonesty and nothing else. It is 
discreditable alike to the miller and the 
transportation man. It should be exposed 
and we desire to give warning now that the 
Northwestern Miller does not propose to 
shield guilty parties who are working this 
game. The first case it gets hold of it will 
publish, no matter whom it may involve. 
It will do this in behalf of the buyer of 
American flour who is entitled to honest 
treatment; in behalf of the straightforward 
miller who gives him such treatment and is 
forced to compete with a tricky competitor 
who does not, and in behalf of the straight- 
forward transportation agent who refuses to 
eater to the base demands of the utterer of 
false documents and thereby loses business 
he would otherwise get. The miller who is 
obliged to date back bills of lading in or- 
der to escape responsibility has no business 
in the export trade. It is unspeakably mean 
and contemptible to coerce the agent into 
signing a lie. We sincerely hope that the 
flour importer will take steps to protect him- 
self from this species of petty roguery, in 
which work this journal will be glad to co- 
operate. 


A CORRESPONDENT, in speaking of delayed 
shipments, says: 

‘‘One of the great troubles we have to 
contend with is that the foreign buyer wants 
to buy as cheap for double-quick time from 
the seaboard as he can for later sailings, 
which is impossible, as the nearby guaran- 
teed sailings always cost a good deal more 
than the distant ones. If they are willing 
to pay the price, as a rule there will be no 
trouble about the service. As a general 
thing, I find our people to be very sensible 
in regard to this matter. We have one or 
two glaring exceptions, so that I do not be- 
lieve the trouble lies with the American 
miller as much as it does with the general 
tun of importers, for, so far as we are con- 
cerned, we are always glad to do the very 
best we can for them as regards dispatch, 
for we full well kuow it means pleasanter 
relations and a larger volume of business. ’”’ 


It is indeed difficult to place the blame 
entirely on either buyer or seller. In the 
main, it may be truly said that both the 
miller and the importer are doing their best, 
but the latter is entitled to every consider- 
ation, for, after all, he is the customer. Let 
it be said to the credit of the importers that 
some of them refuse to allow any claims to 
be made for delay clearly due to the terrific 
storms that have been sweeping the Atlantic 
for some weeks, nor do they expect compen- 
sation for delay in this country due to snow 
blockades or anything else beyond human 
control. They expect however that the lines 
will use every effort to get the flour through, 
and surely this is not unreasonable. The un- 
precedented weather of this winter has un- 
doubtedly complicated matters. Never before 
were such storms known on the north Atlan- 
tic. In one. the glass dropped below all pre- 
vious records, and nine modern freighters 
were totally lost in the storm which followed ; 
an occurrence hitherto unheard of. 


Mr. Hersert Brapvey, the millers’ ex- 
port agent. having devoted his attention to 
the transportation question in connection 
with the export trade, is certainly an au- 
thority on the subject of delays in transit. 
In regard to it, he writes us as follows: 

New York, March 11. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

I am greatly interested in the long story 
in this week's Miller in reference to delays 
in transit. As you know, my special! efforts 
have been directed towards ai improvement 
in the service and in the regular movement; 
and while a little more than a year ago none 
of the steamship lines cared to guarantee 
clearances, today they are nearly all ready 
to do so. Atthe same time, as I have al- 
ready explained to Mr. Kingsland Smith, 
and which this gentleman dwells on in his 
recent article, the steamship lines havea 
great many rights which must be considered 
witi, the whole question, and it is only right 
that the flour should be at their disposal 
within a reasonable time before they are 
called upon to move it, so that they may 
know what they have to provide for in the 
shape of tonnage. It seems to me, how- 
ever, that one of the most important causes 
of the delays have been entirely overlouked, 
and this is something which is in the con- 
trol, absolutely, of the consignees; but the 
condition of business may make it difficult 
for them to work it. 

In my opinion, the most important factor 
in the delays in transit is the insufficient 
tonnage of vessels during the busy season. 
Therefore, if the consignees of the goods 
could spread their large purchases over a 
greater period, it would greatly facilitate 
the business of the mills, the railroads, and 
the steamship lines. As it is now, they usu- 
ally commence to buy heavily about Sep- 
tember and continue until the end of the 
year. As every other line of export busi- 
ness is at its height during the same 
period, there are not sufficient steamers to 
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—' the goods forward with proper dis- 

In fact, I have seen mills that have 
found it absolutely impossible to book 
freight for reasonable dispatch, and the con- 
sequence is that they must either rely upon 
the promises of the steamship line to move 
the flour, or else turn down the orders, which 
I know they have done. But as the import- 
er has to buy a certain quantity of product 
in some way and from some one, the con- 
gestion still continues, and there is always 
more or less delay at this period, which 
would be entirely obviated if the heavy pur- 
= could be extended over a wider pe- 
ri 

In my ‘experience the service this year 
has been far superior to anything before, 
but the severe winter tied up the goods all 
along the lines. so that although a great 
many of the mills had guarantees with the 
steamship lines for clearance, they could not 
get the flour to the seaboard on time. And 
even if the consignee had come to this side 
and sat on his bag of flour the moment it 
left the mill until it got to the seaboard, he 
could not have gotten it here one day soon- 
er. I feel sure that if we can improve the 
service, so that the average time during the 
busy season of the year will be not more 
than sixty days, we shall be doing excellent 
work with such a commodity as flour, taking 
into consideration the conditions applying 
to it. I fully appreciate that the most im- 
portant thing required in the flour business 
is not rushing the stuff through in short 
time, but the regular movement of the goods. 
My special efforts are directed to improving 
this condition. But if the consignees can, 
even by putting themselves out to some ex- 
tent, extend the buying period instead of 
having so much moving at one time, this 
will be the greatest lever in obtaining more 
prompt clearance and regular movement.

CURRENT MAILS. 


H. V. White & Oo., Bloomsburg, Pa: 
‘*The flour.trade is improving and the price 
is getting in line with cost of the wheat. 
Feed is still selling readily at $18 per ton. 
Weather has not damaged wheat yet. Pros- 
pects for large April trade are good. Farm- 
ers are beginning to let go of their wheat.’’ 

Fremont (Neb.) Milling Co: ‘‘ Foreign 
trade remains dull. Domestic trade is light. 
We have no surplus to offer at present val- 
ues. Qur feed trade is good. Winter wheat 
is reported in fair condition. Some in ex- 
posed places is killed, but generally it is all 
right. We estimate that about 331, per cent 
of wheat remains in farmers’ hands.’*’ 

G. M. Heath, manager Listman Mill Co., 
La Crosse, Wis: ‘‘Domestic flour trade is 





good. Export is better than for some time 
past. The demand for feed is good at good 
prices. Wheat is below a legitimate value 


and is less than it will average during the 
remainder of the crop. We believe in bet- 
ter prices later on, when the present organ- 
ized bear movement has achieved its ob- 
ject.”’ 

Bay State Milling Co., Winona, Minn: 
‘‘We have considerable inquiry for both 
flour and millfeed, in anticipation of the 
starting up of our mill March 20. Feed in- 
qguiries from western points are numerous 
and we have made a number of sales at full 
prices. Flour buyers are evidently waiting 
for wheat to touch bottom,which, we think, 
has been reached, and are now looking fora 
good demand.’”’ 

J. <A. Walter, manager Cataract _City 
Milling Co., Niagara Falls, N. Y: ‘‘Do- 
mestic sales were fairly good last week. 
With stocks low in the east, especially in 
northeastern states, we look for a good 
spring business. Foreign bids on patent 
were too low for acceptance. We sold, how- 
ever, a few lots of second clear and low- 
grade at fair prices. The situation as to 
inillfeed bas not changed. Demand is good 
at satisfactory prices. ’’ 

C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapolis, March 20: ‘‘We did a fair busi- 
ness during last week, selling more than 
our production, sales being confined very 
largely to domestic maikets. Some sales 
have been made abroad, however, and our 
local wheat market is not much out of line 
with their values. Under the depression 
caused by the government report of excess- 
ive reserve supplies, our wheat market took 
aturn downward and closed on Friday 2c 
under the price of last Saturday, but the 
value Saturday was only %c under the pre. 
vious week’s close, and the outlook is for 
higher prices. We venture the prediction of 
a 5c advance from the low point of this de- 
pression. The country receipts are again 
practically nothing from first hands, con- 
tirming us in our opinion that the reserves 
which are in farmers’ hands will not move 
out before another crop, if prices are to be 
based in the sixties for Chicago options. 
The world must look to America largely for 
its wheat on this crop, and as soon as they 
once realize that we have no wheat for sale 
on the bargain tables they will be ready to 
pay a fair price. The world’s visible re- 
serves are too light to warrant extremely 
low prices, and the invisible is not apt to 
move at low prices on the first large crop 
after three years of decreasing supplies. It 
is very safe to carry a stock of flour and the 
prospects of an advance are good.’’

The larger mills made generous 
sales and the smaller also did a good deal 
of business. The sales of Minneapolis mills 
proper approximated 335,000 bbis, against 
285,000 in the week before. The greater 
part of the business done seemed to be do- 
mestic, buyers at the low point touched in 
prices evidently deeming it advisable to take 
some flour. There were those, however, 
who worked considerable export, the heavy 
drops in wheat Thursday and Friday per- 
mitting the acceptance of foreign offers that 
happened to be out at the time. Asa rule, 
foreign trade was light, and where import- 
ers could be induced to answer cables, they 
were too far out of line to allow of business. 
A point that buyers are likely to lose sight 
of is the premium that millers are now com- 
pelled to pay for cash wheat over futures. 
In the past four or five days, No. 1 northern 
in the Minneapolis market has advanced 
from abont May price to 1c over that 
future. The situation is very strong in the 
northwest on cash wheat and this premium 
is more likely to increase than to be re- 
duced.

Elevator managers report that farmers 
are selling practically nothing, not even 
coarse grain. There is a demand from New 
England and other eastern territory for corn 
oad Gein, but freights are against this mar- 
ket and the stuff is going south of us via 
Ohicago.

lower prices would be accepted. Buyers are 
generally looking for lower values and are 
holding off. 

The oil mill at Mankato Minn., owned by 
the American Linseed Co.. will not be op- 
erated and has been nailed up. It has not 
been in operation for some_ time, but flax 
and oil meal have been handled there until 
now. Part of the machinery will be sent to 
St. Paul. 

Owing to the high price that flax is com- 
manding compared with wheat, the opinion 
obtains that the acreage sown to flax in the 
northwest this spring will be Jarger than 
usual. There is no certainty of this being 
done, but conditions seem to be favorable 
for that outcome.

F. E. Watson, Northfield, Minn: ‘‘The 
flour trade remains in about the same rut. 
Before the last break in wheat, there began 
to be a little indication of a revival, but the 
drop in wheat of last week seemed to drive 
all prospective buyers out of the market. I 
believe that if wheat should remain tirm for 
a time stocks are becoming sufficiently low 
throughout the east as well as across the 
water to induce buyers to take hold spar- 
ingly.

I believe a great many of our east- 
ern customers are waiting for the opening 
of navigation before giving fresh orders, ane 
ticipating lower rates, ’’

The wheat market for the week has been 
marked by a decline of 4c, the low point for 
May having been touched Friday at 64%c. 
Since then there has been a partial recovery, 
the market tuday closing at 673¢c, a gain of 
2c from low point. The feature of the 
market is the strong position of cash wheat. 
Where a week ago choice No. 1 northern was 
selling at May price or under, it is today 
commanding 11¢c¢ premium or thereabouts. 
With liberal sales of flour made Saturday, 
the millers came on the Exchange Munday 
and took everything in sight at fancy prices. 
Brokers with large orders from outside mills 
were not able to get one-tenth what they 
needed. Much the same conditions prevailed 
today. Low-grades have also greatly appre- 
ciated in price, selling 4c to 5c higher than 
a week ago.

Farmers’ deliveries of wheat at country 
points are light, bad roads and low prices 
having a direct bearing upon their volume. 
Of the limited quantity hauled to elevators, 
more is stored and held by the farmers for 
an advance than is sold. The furmer ap- 
preciates that bad roads and spring seeding 
will soon be at hand, and that hauling will 
then not be practicable. He therefore wants 
some in store that he may sell when the price 
is right. Asa result of this situation, the 
most conservative men in the trade antici- 
pate light receipts at terminal markets in- 
side of a month, and with the operation of 
the mills at an average capacity, they look 
for cash wheat to be in very active demand 
and to go to a higher premium over futures 
than it has yet attained.

Hermann Wehmann. 





The accompanying portrait is of Hermann 
Webmann, head of the firm of H. Wehmann 
& Co., domestic dealers in and exporters 
of, flour and millfeed. Mr. Wehmaun was 
born May 29, 1861, in Bremerhafen, Ger- 
many, where his forefathers conducted a 
ship chandlery. His father is still thus en- 
gaged. He received his education in Ger- 
many, attending school there until receiv- 
ing the certificate by which he was enabled 
to discharge his military duty by serving in 
the army one year instead of three, the usu- 
al period, Next he took employment with 
a leading grain-importing house of Bremen, 
so remaining four years, during three of 
which he served as an apprentice and in the 
fourth receiving a total salary of $250. In 
1882, he made a trip by steamer to St. Pe- 
tersburg, but not finding that country to his 
taste, he came to America, landing in New 
York Oct. 21, 1882. In that city Mr. Weh- 
mann made the acquaintance of A. A. Free- 
man, who offered him a_ position as book- 
keeper for his River Falls, Wis., mill, and 
this was accepted. With this firm he re- 
mained nine years—as long as it was in busi- 
ness—and in that time not only made him- 
self a valuable man to his employers, but 
acquired a valuable knowledge of the manu- 
facture and sale of flour. In September,

1891, he embarked in business for himself 
in Minneapolis, handling flour and millfeed. 
From that beginning he has built up a pros- 
perous and successful business, and stands 
very high in the estimation of not only 
millers and local traders, but the foreign 
trade as well. 


B. B. Sheffield, Sheffield Milling Co., Fari- 
bault, Minn: ‘‘We enjoyed a very fair bus- 
iness Jast week, sales considerably excced- 
ing our output. We sold two lots of patent 
for export to regular trade, but the princi- 
pal sales were to eastern customers. Sales 
show a better margin than at any time 
since Jan. 1. Weareof the opinion that 
the dul] milling period has about run its 
course, and that spring wheat mills will 
have all they can do for several months to 
come. We believe that wheat is too low 
and that April will show the advance usual 
in that month. Weshall run our mill en- 
tirely by water power from this time on. 
Wheat deliveries by farmers are light. 
There is a heavy demand for feed.*’

WILL IT MOVE? 


\ QUESTION SOON TO BE SETTLED bY THE MIN- 
NEAPOLIS CHAMBER OF COMMEROE—AN OP- 
PORTUNITY TO MOVE NEAK TO THE BUSINESS 
CENTER OF THE CITY—sENEFITS THAT WOULD 
YOLLOW—ITS PRESENT LOCALITY AS POR- 
TKAYED BY THE CAMEbA. 








Whether the Minneapolis Chamber of 
Cowmerce shall have a new Exchange, com- 
modious, centrally-located, in a magnifi- 
cent building which would be a credit to the 
city, with ample office room for every mem- 
her and all allied interests which may wish 
to be in close communication—whether this 
and all the other advantages that will natur- 
ally accrue shall be for the Chamber, or, 
in the place of this, merely an additional 
excrescence to the present building, from 
which there will be no hope of escape, will 
soon be settled by ballot. The battle-lines 
are forming and the members are arraying 
themselves for the final tug; some for re- 
oval, others for an annex to the present 
building; some in friendliness to all and 
with only thoughts of the greatest benefit to 
the organization; while others have entered 
the ight with a bitterness that. tells of per- 
sonal motives and a ‘‘touched’’ pocket-book ; 
a looking out for themselves and the devil 
take the rest. The fight is a pretty one, 
worth going miles to see; and it is an im- 
portant one, for it settles definitely the fut- 
ure home of one of the most important 
commercial organizations in the country. 

A BIT OF HISTORY. 

\{ word on the marvelous growth of the 
\linneapolis Chamber of Commerce will 
not be out of place in this connection. Or- 
yvunized in 1882, the first Exchange of the 
Chamber was in a rented room in the 
business part of town. In a short timea 
building was talked of, and at once the 
embers divided themselves into two fac- 
tions; one for a location on Hennepin ave- 
nue, the other for the present location. The 
inducement-held out for this location was 
the donating of the site on which the build- 
ing stands, the only obligation demanded 
being that a building costing not less than 
$100,000 should be built within three years. 
This was a real estate deal pure and simple, 
the idea being that the surrounding proper- 
ty would be enhanced in value and that this 
part of the city would speedily build up. 
‘The fallacy of this Soy is apparent, for 
the city is growing steadily in the other di- 
rection. any of the interested real estate 
speculators have since disposed of their 
property in that locality. 

In 1884, when the building was ready for 
occupancy, the grain men moved in and 
took up their quarters there. It was a fine 
building for those days, and a big build- 
ing, too; in fact, the few grain men rattled 
uround in itand they were lonesome. As 
an inducement for good company, it was 
voted by the directors to offer the Millers’ 
\ssociation offices on the Exchange floor at 
any rental, if it would only come and keep 
the grain men company. he proposition 
vas not accepted. 

\t that time the elevator interests had just 
begun to grow, and the grain men had hard 
vork to dispose of their wheat. They would 
show their samples on ’Change every morn- 
ing, where they sold not more than 10 per 
cent of their stuff. Then they would hunt 
around outside for buyers, even taking their 
satoples down to the mills; peddling from 
door to door, as it were. This was the con- 
dition when the present building was first 
oveupied. The bu pies was too big and the 
iychange was too big, but gradually the 
lines of elevators increased, the offices were 
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all occupied, the two office buildings which 
now stand on opposite corners were built, 
and they were filled up; but with all this 
rowth of membership to the Chamber of 
mmerce, the building was not altered to 
meet the demand for space. Furthermore, 
the two office buildings became inadequate. 
and active members,—flour dealers, feed 
men, millers, besides freight agents and 
others who would be glad to be near the 
Chamber,—found offices two blocks away, 
in the Guaranty building. There are now 
upwards of seventy active members of the 
Chamber of Commerce who have offices in 
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and in turn are crowded? by visitors, people 
going to offices, and idlers, all packed in 
as if for an all-day’s journey. For years 
this elevator service has been endured by 
the long-suffering ple who do business 
in the Chamber of Commerce building. 
On reaching the Exchange floor you are 
compelled to push your way through the 
crowd of ssengers waiting for the down 
trip, and then you stand in what may be 
termed the lobby of the Exchange, but 
which is the corridor. A stranger might 
easily imagine himself in some dingy, 
smoky waiting-room of a railway station.

that building, two blocks away. There 
is not now a mill firm having offices in the 
Chamber of Commerce building. 

The present membership of the Chamber 
is 478 active members and 60 inactive. 
The latter memberships are being rapidly 
taken up, and the active membership is in- 
creasing at the rate of fifty a year. The 
last membership sold brought $230. 

SOME OF THE INCONVSNIENCES. 

The present building was more than am- 
ple for the requirements of a dozen years ago. 
although it was never conveniently-located 
nor well-arranged inside. The location is 
no more convenient today than it was then, 
and as for the internal arrangement—the 
increased demand for available space brings 
out the glaring crudeness of the whole struct- 
ure with startling vividness. 

There is nothing pre ing about the 
building from the exterior, and on entering, 
instead of going into a well-lighted corridor 
on the ground floor, you dive into the semi- 
darkness of a basement, cheerless, bare and 
gee In the original construction of 
the building, a single elevator-shaft con- 
nected the basement with the upper floors, 
but some years ago this was given up to 
other purposes, which will be duly noted, 
and two elevators built through the middle 
of the corridors. During the busy hours of 
the day these two elevators, as stated by the 
insurance companies, are the most congest- 
ed and hardest-worked elevators in the city. 
Busy men, anxious to reach the Exchange, 
two floors above, crowd into these elevators

Between the elevators and the Exchange en- 
trance, part of the limited space is taken 
up by a fruit stand. Members stand about 
the entrance, smoking, for it is their only 
smoking-room. Visitors and brokers’ cus- 
tomers increase the jam, actually blocking 
the door-way at times, straining their necks 
to see the clocks which indicate the course 
of the markets. Through this mob the 
brokers have to crowd their way, going to 
and from their offices and the Exchange. 

The Exchange, even on a dull market, 
with not over three-fourths of the active 
members present, is packed almost to suf- 
focation. Until recently there was no 
means of ventilation except the windows 
With these open, and they must be open 
every day, many members are ex to 
health-destroying drafts, while in the mid- 
dle of the room the air is foul. Recently 
$2,500 was expended to put in ventilators, 
which are by no means adequate. This is 
one of many efforts to patch up the old 
building to make it hold together a little 
longer. When foul smells and nauseating 
odors become unbearable, the basement is 
searched again for dead rats, or another 
ventilator added somewhere. 

Accommodations and conveniences for 
members on ’Change have been reduced to 
a minimum with the growth of membership. 
There is no coat-room, no smoking-rgom, 
no place to sit down. The toilet-room, just 
outside the entrance and opening off the 
corridor, is hardly one-tenth the size it 
should be. 
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A CORNER ON SPACE, 


In fact, space is the most valuable 
thing on this floor, which is largely 
taken up. with brokers‘ offices having pri- 
vate wires to Ohicago. Originally there 
were some offices of fair size, but they have 
been cut up to meet the demand for office 
room. In fact, space is at a premium near 
the entrance to the Exchange, as it is all 
through the building. The occupant of one 
office near the entrance was offered $500 for 
his lease. The lease of a firm that failed 
was secured by an employee, who saw a 
much better thing in it than in any specu- 
lation in options; it was a sure thing, and 
he Ghesnal of it for $1,000, besides finding 
a position with the new occupant. 

In the art of utilizing space, the denizens 
of this building are past-masters. When 
the offices of this floor, which is particu- 
larly suitable to brokers, had been sub-di- 
vided until it was thought every inch of 
space had been utilized, most men would 
have been at their wits' end. Not so with 
these geniuses. The old elevator-shaft was 
discovered, and then a rush was made to the 
secretary’s office to secure the prize; and 
now the lucky man who glories in its pos- - 
session, pays an exorbitant rental for the 
‘‘office,’? which is in size, by actual meas- 
urement, 5 feet 11 inches by 6 feet 10 inches; 
yet it boasts a private wire to Chicago. 
Talk of high rents in New York City, and 
of the crowded tenement districts—they are 
outclassed entirely by the Minneapolis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

But that is not all of the old elevatur- 
shaft; on the floor above, it has been en- 
closed by iron doors and answers for a 
vault; while on the top floor of the buil- 
ing, it has been turned into a women's toi- 
let-room. 

The brokers are not the only ones who pay 
a premium for space, nor the only ones who 
are compressed to fit the positions in the 
business world they are destined to fill. No 
man in the Chamber of Commerce can be 
blamed for feeling too big for his position ; 
he can’t help it. Space is at such a premi- 
um that employees dare not grow fleshy; 
they would be discharged at once. In fact, 
small boys and thin men are at a premium. 
The thinner a man is, the bigger his salary. 
It is said that some firms advance their 
clerk’s salaries every time they losea pound 
in weight or can pull up their belts another 
notch. The living skeleton from a dime 
museum could draw a big salary in most 
any office in the Chamber. 

Let us see the actual conditions in some 
of the offices. One of the large elevator 
companies having a line of eighty country 
houses, and two terminal elevators with a 
capacity of 2,000,000 bushels, is cooped up 
in one little room. When the door of the 
office is opened, it just clears the first desk ; 
and you must step to one side and close the 
door before you can upproach the desk. 

Another company has six desks crowded 
into its private office. A standing offer of 
$500 is made to its next door neighbor to 
vacate. One firm secured its offices by pay- 
ing the occupants a year’s rent. In one 
office, not too large for one occupant, five 
firms are at present making their head- 
quarters. All the offices are poorly venti- 
lated, over-heated on one side, while the 
occupants near the windows are exposed to 
deadly drafts. 

The building has become so seamed with 
cracks that mice range at will throughout 
the structure. It is impossible to subdue 
the hordes or to appreciably decrease their 
numbers. As many as thirty-five were re- 
cently caught in one night in one office. It 
is impossible to keep them out of the vaults,

and as a result, books and papers are fre- 
quently mutilated if not seriously damaged. 


HELD IN BONDAGE, 


It would indeed be surprising if intelli- 
gent men would, year after year, put up with 
the inconveniences and menace to health 
which the members have been subject to, 
without some effort to improve their condi- 
tion. Sometime ago an effort was made 
toward securing a large addition or practi- 
cally a new building, which would have re- 
lieved the congested condition, though it 
would not have cured the defects of the pres- 
ent building. This plan was favored by a 
large number of the members, and would 
have been carried out but for opposition 
purely of a selfish nature. 

Those who favor removal take a broad 
view of the matter. On such a vital ques- 
tion, and one which means so much to the 
city, they cannot stop to enquire who owns 
a piece of real estate here, or a building 
there. The Chamber of Commerce, they be- 
lieve, is not a charitable institution. More- 
over, they have in a way been oppressed for 
years, and now they have risen and intend 
to throw off the bond of selfish interests 
which has so long confined them to such 
vile quarters. 

If an annex is tacked on to the old build- 
ing, possibly $175,000 will be expended. If 
the proposition for removal is accepted, the 
city will acquire a building which will cost 
from $800,000 to $1,000,000, adjoining the 
Guaranty building. The present build- 
ing will be purchased for cash, and a divi- 
dend of $200 paid to each member. A large 
and perfectly-appointed Exchange, as well 
as offices for the officers, will be provided 
free of rent for a period of not less than 
twenty-five years. The Chamber would then 
be near the postoffice, the banks, and the 
business center, while every member who 
desired could have an office in the same 
building or the one adjoining. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

The opposition is working industriously ; 
but let us see the motives which actuate the 
leaders. Some of them have money invest- 
ments at stake and others are personal 
friends of those who have. One of their ar- 
guments is that as the present site was a 
gift, the Chamber is therefore under obli- 
gations to remain there. There is no obli- 
gation whatever. Every requirement was 
fulfilled when the building was erected; 
then, too, most of the original real estate 
holders who were interested in the site have 
long since disposed of their property. One 
of the most active workers for the opposi- 
tion said to a representative of this journal 
that at a cost of $116,000 a magnificent 
building would be built adjoining the pres- 
ent one, and that the rents from offices 
would pay all expenses of the Chamber, as, 
he said, they do now; whereas, if removed, 
there would be no source of income and the 
members would be assessed $40 or $50 a year. 
He further said that he was only interested 
as he sees the matter from a business point 
of view. His argument sounded well and 
he was a plausible talker, but like all other 
questions, there is another side. 

In addition to $116,000, the Chamber 
would purchase fifty-nine feet of ground, be- 
sides using $26,000 which it has in the treas- 


ury. This would be necessary according to 
plans already submitted. Moreover, the 
members were assessed $10 each last year, 


as it was. 

If the members vote for removal, the pur- 
chase money for the old building, which will 
go to the members in dividends, will pay 
all assessinents for six or seven years to come. 

The disinterestedness of the gentleman, 


however, made some impression on me un- 
til I learned that a near relative of his holds 
considerable property close to the Chamber, 
and that he himself is closely connected, 
personally and in a business way. with those 
most interested pecuniarily in keeping the 
Chamber where it is. The opposition. any 
way that it is looked at, evolves itself into 
a wheel within a wheel. 

‘‘When you talk against the Chamber of 
Commerce building,’’ earnestly said one of 
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“Dougan’s A'ley,” half a block from the Chamber. 


the opposition, who owns a building near- 
by, ‘‘you are talking against the city of 
Minneapolis,’’ and this leads up to the lo- 
cation of the Chamber, which is what called 
forth the foregoing remark. ‘‘Here are 
these two fine office buildings across the 
street,’’ he continued. ‘‘and the court house 
only a block away. Don’t call them ‘dives’ 
do yeu?’’ 
THE LOCALITY. 

To which the friends of removal reply 
that if the Chamber, with all its influ- 
ence, backed by the moral sapport ofa 
court house which cost several million dol- 
lars, has failed to build up a locality and to 
draw around it anything better than one- 
story buildings and cheap boarding houses, 
saloons and bill-boards, then: indeed that 
locality is in a bad way, and is one which 
might better be given up as a hopeless case. 
Missionary effort could be expended in fields 
more fruitful of results. 

The location of the Chamber of Commerce 
building is indeed a calamity, and it is not 
surprising that the ‘‘opposition’’ froths at 
the mouth at the mere mention of some of 
its surroundings. Vacant lots, except for 


piles of dirt and a miscellaneous collection 
of snow-drifts by winter and sun-flower 
patches in summer, give an unobstructed 
view on two sides to the rows of boarding- 
houses,—abodes of poor but doubtless honest 
people, as well as habitations of sundry 
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clairvoyants and fortune-tellers who, for a 
consideration, foretell with unerring accura- 
cy the course of the markets, yet remain in 
poverty themselves. 

Half a block away from the Chamber 
there is a spot—an alley—which would have 
been a delight to Dickens and would have 
furnished him material for many a chapter. 
A passing glance from the street reveals 
several frame buildings whose existence 
would hardly be suspected. Here it was 
that Dougan, a burglar and thief, sought 
refuge some six or seven years ago when 
liberated from a term in the Minnesota pen- 
itentiary. And here, in one of these frame 
buildings, a ‘‘coon’’ dive, to be accurate, 
he found a welcome and a new pal, with 
Whom he planned a burglary which resulted 
inamurder. Asa result, Dougan no longer 
haunts this select locality, for he has taken 
up his permanent abode at Stillwater. 

But as picturesque a bit of scenery as one 
can find in any city, and a_ locality which 
it was supposed would build up at once when 
the site of the Chamber was seclected, is 
two blocks lying between the Chamber and 
the business center of town; between the 
Chamber and the postoffice, the banks, and 
the office buildings, and along which 99 
out of 100 of all who go to the Chamber 
pass. One side of this street was vacant 
lots a few years ago, but it has been built 
up with one-story buildings. which effectu- 
ally kills all hope of further improvement. 
On the other side of the street one two-story 
building has arisen in the last fifteen years. 
‘The rest of that side, to the corner of Sec- 
ond avenue, still retains its ancient land- 
marks, wear one or two-story frame build- 
ings, beautifully untouched by improve- 
ments, save here and there by the decorative 
hand of the bill-poster. The illustrations 
showing the street scenes and ‘‘Dougan‘s 
Alley’? are from photographs taken last 
week. 

Long familiarity with the scenes along 
Third street from Second avenue to the 
Chamber has perhaps blunted the percep- 
tions of some of the members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce so that they no longer 
think of their surroundings; but there are 
others who realize that Minneapolis is visit-

ed yearly by many traders from other cities 
of this country and from Europe, and that 
the impression carried away by these visit- 
ors possesses a certain value. They are 
therefore desirous, aside from local pride, 
of having a home for the Chamber of Com- 
merce in keeping with its importance as the 
greatest milling center and primary wheat 
market of the world.

I hold that patriotic 
Americanism has its 
place in commerce and 
trade as well as in war. 
No better illustration 
of the utter lack of it 
in the wheat traders of 
this country is needed 
than the senseless and 
causeless break in the 
wheat markets of late 
and notably Friday. At 74c for May in 
Chicago, English markets were steady and 
we were exporting much more freely than 
now. London and Liverpool writers ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was no neces- 
sity for further break in prices. This senti- 
ment has been expressed every week, and 
March 3 Beerbohm wrote: ‘‘The probabilit y 
is that the present moderate level of values 
is gradually being regarded as a safe one, 
until something definite be known with re- 
gard to the growing crops.’’ 

But day after day our American whexut 
dealers have not been content and have 
made the most vicious attacks on the mar- 
kets. Their sales have been so enormous as 
to finally drive the friends of wheat, who 
have been large holders, into liquidation. 
These sales of long wheat, supplemented 
with the short selling, have broken down 
the markets of the world. Ido not recall so 
needless a decline. I have not expected ad- 
vancing prices, but, with the foreigners, | 
have counted on steady demand and steady 
prices. The break in our prices for ten days 
has apparently destroyed both, for the pres 
ent. 

The government report of our exports 
makes the total wheat and flour exported in 
the eight months ending Feb. 28, 164,671,677 
bus, compared with 148,470,134 in the cor 
responding period in 1897-8. Excess in 189s- 
9, 16,201,548 bus. The exports of flour in 
that period equaled 12,405,309 bbls, com. 
pared with 10,440,906 bbls in 1897-8. Excess 
in 1898 9, 1,964,403 bbls. 

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
reports a day-and-night full run. Since the 
break in the wheat markets they have sold a 
good deal of flour, mostly for export. Prices 
have been a little more favorable. Millfeed 
is in less demand and prices are a little 
easier. The wheat movement continues light. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Mill « 
Elevator Co. reports full time with their 
mills at Mt. Vernon and Loudonville and 
two days in Toledo. Until wheat prices 
broke off the flour market was dull, but in 
the last half of the week they sold moderate 
ly. Mr. Taylor quotes millfeed in lighter 
request, at previous prices. Movement of 
wheat very light indeed. 

Mr. Mennel of the Harter Milling Oo. at 
Fostoria says they have run one mill stead 
ily and sold its production. Demand for 
flour is light, but . improved compared wit): 
previous week. The wheat movement in 
their section is sufficient for their require 
ments. He quotes a good demand for mil! 








.feed at previous prices. 


The other Toledo mills produced the usua! 
quantity, and the output for Toledo is 18, 
200 bbls. 

The receipts of wheat last week at nine 
western points amount to 3,054,000 bus; in 
previous week, 4,048,000; in 1898, 2.431,000. 
Excess in 1899 over 1898, 1,623,000 bus. 

The exports of wheat from both our coasts 
and Canada in the week ending Thursday 
equal 4,114,000 bus; in previous week. 
4,399,000; in 1898, 3,266.000. Excess in 18° 

It will thus be seen that the western rm 
ceipts increased in the week 1,623,000 bus 
and the exports increased 848,000 bus.

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 


[Special Correspondence. } 

Winter is still reluc- 
tant to get off Spring's 
Jap and in cousequence 
extremes of temperature 
have prevailed during 
’ the past two weeks. A 
i. gi rain, general all 
. over Oklahoma, fell 
March 10, ending the 
next day in a semi-bliz- 
zard which brought with it several inches of 
snow. As a result the ground is in splendid 
condition. The usual high winds have put 
in an appearance, and an” havoc with the 
wheat in sandy ground. any fields have 
been entirely destroyed, to all appearances. 
The early-sown wheat iu this section of 
Oklahoma is all right. The late-sown is 
hardly discernible above the ground and it 
is hard to make an estimate on it. The 
weather now is warm and a few weeks may 
bring it out all right. The farmers are 
busy sowing oats and barley, and in about 
two weeks corn-planting will be under full 
headway. The coal famine that prevailed 
fora couple of weeks has been relieved, 
and in consequence of warmer weather set- 
ting in no distress was occasioned. Several 
mills, however, were obliged to shut down 
on account of it, and to go to out-of-the-way 
places to get supplies. The milling busi- 
ness in Oklahoma has slacked somewhat. 
Very little _ comparatively. is being 
marketed. here is probably 20 per cent 
still left in farmers’ bands, but farmers are 
too busy to haul it in, or do not care to sell 
it at the present prices. The condition of 
affairs is herewith given by leading millers 
of Oklahoma and Texas. 

OKLAHOMA. 


Grant County Milling Co., Jefferson: 
‘*We are at present in the center of a triple 
county seat contest, and that in connection 
with a very good milling business takes up 
the greater part of our time. The demand 
for flour and feed is good, but the profits are 
small. There is a searcity of wheat bere. 
The wheat plant in this county is generally 
all right and is growing nicely.’’ 

Acme Mills, Oklaboma City: ‘‘The farm- 
ers around here report all the soft wheat 
and all late wheat as badly damaged. The 
early bard wheat is in good condition. The 
acreage is about the same as last year. The 
demand for flour is fairly good, but there 
is very little wheat coming to this market. 
Our head miller, J. H. Hemperly, who had 
his right arm crushed in the gears of a feed 
mill, necessitating amputation just below 
the shoulder, is improving rapidly.’’ 

El Reno Mill & Elevator Co: ‘‘The mill- 
ing business is rather quiet. The local de- 
mand for flour is dull. Our surplus flour is 
being exported. Up to the present we have 
run our mill full time, but shall be obliged 
to reduce to half time unless business picks 
up. The —— for the growing wheat 
crop are, we think, on the whole, favorable. 
We think there has nm some damage done, 
probably as much as 15 per cent. If favora- 
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ble weather prevails during the next. month 
we expect a good deal of the damaged wheat 
to recover. *’ 

TEXAS. 


Coleman Milling Co: ‘‘Business of all 
kinds is dull, almost at a standstill on ac- 
count of the dry weather. We have had no 
rain or snow since Dec. 8, and wheat has 
made but little growth.’’ 

J. E. McCormick, Blooming Grove: ‘‘I 
do not think the milling business will be 
very big the coming season. Judging from 
the present prospects. There was a small 
acreage of wheat sown here and the plant 
is small and backward.’’ 

Victor Milling Co., Wichita Falls: ‘‘The 
milling business in this part of Texas is 
anything but good. The price we pay for 
wheat is entirely too high for what we can 

et for flour. This has been the situation 

uring the entire season. The crop pros- 
pects are discouraging on account of the 
extreme dry and cold weather; everything 
is backward.’’ 

Corsicana Roller Mills: ‘‘The milling 
business is not very brisk. There is a good 
demand for flour and feed, but close com- 
petition cuts the profits The condition of 
the growing wheat is fair. Heretofore there 
has not been much wheat raised in this 
ay of Texas, but the farmers are gradual- 

y drifting into it. The increased acreage 
is large.’’ 

Collin County Mill & Elevator Co., Mc- 
Kinney: ‘‘The farmers are rushing their 
wheat to market. There is little left in the 
country. The milling business is moder- 
ately good. There is a steady demand for 
flour; but the margins are small. The 
prospect for the growing wheat in this sec- 
tion is unfavorable, but with good weather 
from now on it may pull through.’’ 

NOTES. 

Tbe governor of Oklahoma bas vetoed the 
county weigher’s bill, which provided that 
all grain should be weighed on county scales. 

J. H. Nelsford of J. H. Nelsford & Co., 
shipowners and brokers of Liverpool, Eng., 
was recently in Galveston, Tex., with the 
view of establishing a line of steamships be- 
tween the two ports. 

Telephone wires are being strung by the 
Missouri & Kansas Telephone Co., between 
Perry, Okla., and Arkansas City. Kan. El 
Reno, Kingfisher, Oklahoma City and Shaw- 
nee will soon be connected by telephone. 

The Shawnee, Oklahoma & Missouri Coal 
& Railway Co. has been chartered, capital 
stovk $1,000,000, to build a railroad from 
Purcell, I. T., through the two territories 
to Seneca, Mo., a distance of 150 miles, and 
to open and operate coal mines. 

On March 11 a heavy wind storm passed 
over Oklahoma City, damaging property to 
the extent of about $50,000. The Star Plan- 
sifter mill had the roof blown off and con- 
siderable damage done by the rain which 
followed. Mr. Kinney of Hutchinson, Kan., 
president of the Pond Creek Mil! & Elevator 
Co., accompanied by Mr. Van Du Zee of 
the Great Western Mfg. Co., recently vis- 
ited this mill on an inspection tour. Mr. 
Kinney is interested largely in mills in 
Hutchinson, Kan., Pond Creek, and King- 
fisher, Okla. The Pond Creek company 
contemplates building a large elevator next 
summer. 

The Port Arthur (Tex.) ship canal will be 
practically completed by March 20, and 
March 25 is the day set to celebrate it.

The flour trade for 
the week ending Sat- 
urday was as dull and 
uninteresting as it ever 
gets to be. Southern 
business, the last 
., branch of the trade to 
continue in activity, 
showed a marked 
change. The mills of 
Illinois and Missouri 
report a curtailed trade from every section 
of the south. The slump in the wheat mar- 
ket and the bearish tendencies evidently 
kept the southern buyers from coming in 











with usual orders. Eastern business 
shows no change, so far as_ increase 
is concerned, and it was hard to 


meet the expectations of any domestic 
buyers. This resulted in a very dull domes- 
tic trade for the week. The price of flour 
nominally shows no decline from that of the 
previous Saturday, but where sales were 
inade, patent sold generally at $3.40@3. 50. 
The export situation is still badly out of 
line and the exporting mills report that it is 
impossible to meet the views of foreigners. 
Notwithstanding, a few foreign sales were 
worked and shipments went via southern 
ports. Nominally, the millers’ quotations 
to Liverpool. on Saturday, were: Patent, 
23s; extra fancy, 21s; hard patent, 21s 6d. 
Whenever southern and export business 
gets dull, the mills naturally begin to get 
discouraged, as stocks will accumulate with 
a boom. The output of the St. Louis and 
East St. Louis mills. with no shut down, 
amounted to 24,600 bbls. The output of the 
mills whose product is sold from St. Louis 
was given at 54,900 bbls, against 51,900 last 
week. There will be several mills to curtail 
output this week if trade does not show im- 
mediate improvement. Cuban business is 
about the same, with few mills attempting 
to do anything in that direction. There 
were no sales reported the past week by local 
millers and all reports would indicate a still 
glutted market in Havana. Following are 
Saturday’s quotations on pure red winter 
wheat flour, etc., in wood, f. o. b., St. Louis:

Bran, chopped corn 
and oats are in fair request, the latter being 
a shade quiet.

It has been hinted that a few lots were 
booked at $3.75, but, with the probabilities 
of ‘lake rates opening fairly high, there is 
not much prospects of lake bookings being 
made with any profit whatever for less than 
$3.80. Chicago, without question, is one of 
the dullest of all markets and millers’ agents 
sales are exceedingly light. Well-known 
patents are bringing $8@3.10 bulk, with an 
occasional sale reported at The city 
mills’ price today is $3.05@3. 10 bulk. Kan- 
sas millers’ agents have been having a holi- 
day ; their offers to their mills as made by 
buyers have been refused in most every in- 
stance.

CEREALS AND MILLFEED. 


The Western Feed & Grain Co. reports 
that from the United Kingdom the heavy ar- 
rivals of the last month’s receipts have kept 
the trade fully supplied, but that the con- 
sumption of millfeeds does not amount to 
much in Great Britain during the late 
spring and summer; the situation is differ- 
ent in Germany and Scandinavian coun- 
tries. The company looks for rather a brisk 
business with these countries as soon as 
prices on this side permit exporting. Ar- 
gentina wheat bran has lately been sold in 
the Hamburg market at about $17 per short 
ton,c. i. f. Spring wheat bran would be 
worth today about 50c jer short ton Jess 
than choice qualities of winter wheat bran. 
For flour middlings this company says,there 
has been a significant demand, and that it 
is not worth more than $17. 17.50 per shor a “ 
c. i. f., continental pee 
choice qualities shoul bring about rl 

One of the three city mills reports the 
millfeed market a little easier, though prices 
are nominally the same. Local bran is 
bringing $12.75@13 bulk; middlings, $12.25 
@12. 75. 

Every agent and dealer in rye flour is 
comgunarng of the dullness of trade. Mill- 
ers are of like opinion and claim that in- 
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quiry is slow in all sections. The highest 
prices reported last week for what is consid- 
ered pure goods was $3.35 in wood, though 
the nominal price on the market is $2.80@ 
2.90 wood, 

The demand for linseed cake is practically 
at a standstill. a result, the price has 
declined and is nominally held at $19 per 
ton in sacks. 

A. O. Probst, a dealer in linseed feeds, is 
going abroad next month. 

FREIGHT RATES. 

It is generally believed, although no noti- 
fication to that effect has been made, that if 
all-rail rates remain at 20c, the differential 
will be 8c under for lake shipment when 
navigation is open. Usually Milwaukee 
freight men have an earlier insight into 
such rates than do others, but from advices 
by wire to the local mills, it seems that 
they are still in the dark. Some flour is 
being booked for lake shipment, millers es- 
timating the delivery on the basis of 17c to 
New York. 

Considerable evidence was brought out 
last week in the inquiry by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission into the alleged dis- 
crimination against Chicago in rates on 
corn and export flour. The interest taken 
by local mills was not so great as was hoped 
for, and the evidence brought out by ship- 
pers of flour was in the main rather meagre. 
However, tariff manager Hyland of the 
Chicago Board of Trade feels no uneasiness 
as to the outcome, believing that the charges 
made were clearly established and that the 
decision will be in favor of shippers. 

OCEAN RATES. 

Ocean line agents, generally, report being 
fairly well provided with tonnage from all 
ports for March and April. They do not 
look for much if any advance until lake nav- 
igation opens, and the effect therefrom is 
felt. Inquiry from southern millers for 
rates is small, unquestionably due to a low- 
er through rate from St. Louis via Norfolk 
to London than is made from Chicago. 
Shippers of export flour, it is reported, are 
getting a rate of lic St. Louis to Norfolk, 
or 24ec to London, as compared with 27c 
from Chicago.

The first wheat 
purchased by ‘‘Old Hutch’’ was in Milwau- 
kee, about the year 1850, when he witha 
brother was engaged in the grain business. 


After a year in the Oream City, Mr. Hutch- 
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inson moved to Chi , and from that 
time on his life is familiar. It is said that 
Mr. Hutchinson joined the Board of Trade 
when the admission fee was $50. From 1859 
to 1863 he was very 1 and made 
something over $150,000. His most com- 
omy corner in wheat was in September, 

888. At that time or just prior to it, Mr. 
Hutchinson was confined to his home by an 
accident, and during that time be made a 
careful study of the supply of, and demand 
for, wheat on both continents.

Foreign trade 
does not revive as fast as the millers had 
hoped it would with the approach of spring, 
and there is little inquiry from the other 
side for flour, so that most of the business 
is in the domestic markets. The drooping 
condition of the wheat market is very de- 
pressing on the flour trade, causing buyers 
to hang off as long as they can. Flour is 
weak and lower than last quotations, i 
flour included, but the latter falling only 
5c per bbl.

great disappointment, both to the general 
trade and to the dealers who are holding the 
small stock of spring wheat here in the hope 
of getting it off at the big premium that is 
asked for it. The amount is so small that 
it may be accomplished, but it does not 
appear to be needed here, as one of the local 
mills, which is holding wheat in canal boats, 
lately sold a load and it was shipped east. 
There is now no grain afloat in the harbor 
and but two cargoes of flaxseed. Local mill. 
ers say it is useless for them to push gales 
here. Their salesmen go about the city and 
find the last deliveries at the groceries 
standing there yet, so there is no dis- 
counting the claim that there is nothing 
doing. Millers tay that the bread war is 
doing the mischief, so far as the city is con- 
cerned. Bread is still selling for 5c a pound- 
and-a-half loaf, when the old price was from 
7c upwards. Of course the bakers will not 
admit this, but it is charged that they are 
buying all sorts of cheap flour, picking it 
wherever they can find it, just tu piece along 
till there is an understanding reached and 
the price can be put. back to a living basis 
again. All bakers say that they are losing 
money fast, and if this is true it is easy to 
see that families and consumers of bread 
generally are taking advantage of the situa- 
tion and buying bread instead of flour. So 
there is a double reason for the standstil! in 
local business. There is not much better re- 
port frou: the east. Nobody has any idea 
what the seaboard price of flour is and there 
can be no guess at what it will be tomor- 
row, so long as the wheat market is so weak.

Since the weekly report all grain cargoes 
have been unloaded, to be shipped east im- 
mediately. There are still 101,000 bus flax- 
seed afloat. 

W. W. Alder of La Fayette, Ind., is here 
for the purpose of establishing a branch of 
his grain house. He has made T. J. Stuf- 
er, who is in the employ of the house, his 

uffalo agent. ; 

The Niagara Frontier Freight bureau and 
associate membership of the Merchants’ 
Exchange now numbers considerably more 
than 200. They are to be made full mem- 
bers of the Exchange when a certain num- 
ber is ubtained. 

The proposed city ordinance forbidding 
the drying of damaged grain within city 
limits is meeting with some vigorous oppo- 
sition from insurance interests as well as 
from grain and vessel men. It is of course 
impossible to prevent its coming in here if 
this is to be a lake receiving port for grain. 
If it cannot be disposed of so there will be 
the usual salvage, there will be a disposi- 
tion to ship the grain to some other port. 

There is the usual amount of speculation 
as to the opening of the lakes. While there 
isa possibility of the ice disappearing early, 
it does not now appear as if either Lake Erie 
or Lake Superior will be ready for business 
fora month. The flour shippers are anxious 
to get back to lake business. Some of them 
have been fairly driven out of the across- 
lake trade on account of the uncertainty of 
winter oavigation, and complaint of slow 
all-rail movement from the west has been 
constant, though there issome improvement 
now. 

Canal boatmen are still waiting an offer- 
ing of grain fur shipment. They say that 
the roads are still naking a very low rate to 
the seaboard, so low that it will bother them 
to carry it for less. so the outlook is not very 
roseate. Practically all expectation of any 
special legislation in the interest of the 
canal is past. Atone time a bill was in 
preparation that had some possible chance 
of success, but that time is gone. The bi- 
cycle men are demanding $1,000,000 for 
special roads to be built in their behalf, but 
the canal dozs not dare ask anything, lest it 
be refused. 

The leading operation here in grain circles 
is the continued effort to complete the ele- 
vator pool. Meetings have been held daily 
forthe most part and it is now stated that 
the fate of the pool depends on the action of 
one firm, said to be Hancock & Co. of Phil- 
adelpbia, who are the lessees of the Marine 
elevator. As this firm handled over 20.000, - 
000 bus of grain through the Coatsworth ele- 
vator last season, it is quite a factor in the 
business. There is no room for uneasiness 
on account of this firm, as it handles its own 
grain and is really indifferent to any possi- 
ble combination. Ifthe pool is agreed to, 
the rate will be 4c in place of %e, which 
was charged by the pool formerly. All ves- 
sel interests are in favor of the pool, as it 
will go far towards preventing grain block- 
ades and add to the general efficiency.

As one city 
miller put it: ‘‘We have been able to run 
full time for thirty days past, but we con- 
sider that the season bas been very dull for 
all that.

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Demaud for millfeed is lighter than for 
many weeks past. The easier feeling is 
largely attributable tothe near advent of 
spring. Local trade in bran is not nearly 
so active and the same applies to business 
in the south. Eastern business is feeling 
the effect of the high freight rates. Bran 
from northwestern mills can be delivered to 
points east of the Mississippi river at a less 
price than the same article from Kansas. 
St. Louis, too, usually an aggressive buyer 
here, seems to have partially withdrawn for 
the present. Bran prices are off 2c. Mill- 
ers and dealers are asking 59€@60c, as com- 
yared with 62@63c last week. The weakness 
in bran is not fully echoed in shorts, which 
is usually in strong demand during later 
March and April. Corn products are lower 
and concessions are necessary to effect sales 
in the south. 

Quotations for feed, etc., in carload or 
round lots, f. o. b. Kansas City, follow: 
Bran, 58@60c; shorts, 64@67c; mill screen- 
ings, 48@50c; corn chop, 61@68¢; corn and 
oats chop, 55@57c; corn bran, 46@48c;

WHEAT. 

Wheat receipts during the week just closed 
showed a big decrease from the week before, 
the total being more than 50 per cent less. 
While there are many who are willing to say 
that receipts will continue to be light and 
possibly decrease even further on the pres- 
ent market, there are others who just as 
willingly say that the crop will continue to 
move at present prices, and that with spring 
weather the movement will be even 
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Should a few days of warm sunshine clearly 
prove that damage to growing wheat was 
not great receipts here, it is believed, 
would early show the effect. At ogre y 
even though the milling demand is light, 
there is not enough good wheat on the mar- 
ket from day to day to satisfy it. Buyers 
from city mills want only straight heavy 
country wheat, and find it hard to obtain. 
It was thought that late deliveries of, the 
crop would be of gradually improving qual- 
ity, but such seems not to be the case. A 
large part of the poo receipts is light- 
weight wheat, which continues to sell on 
basis of test vege relatively 3c to 5c high- 
er than 59-lb. his low-grade wheat too, 
sells more readily. The week’s market was 
without prominent feature. Early strength 
was followed by weakness in full sympathy 
with the Chicago future price. Exporters 
were moderate buyers later in the week on 
basis of 7c to 7i4c under Chicago May op- 


tion. Soft wheat was in poor supply and 
bn held rather more firmly than hard 
wheat. 


Receipts of wheat for the week were 227,- 
500 bus, against 456,950 the week previous 
and 463,450 two weeks before. 

Shipments were 397,150 bus, against 271, - 
450 the week previous and 388,950 two weeks 
before. 

Wheat in store at the beginning of the 
week was 865,000 bus, an increase of 1,200 
over the week previous and a decrease of 
132,600 from two weeks before.

There was a further decrease in corp re- 
ceipts during the week. Bad roads and the 
faith in higher prices which is generally 
held by farmers are combining to make 
country shipments extremely light. Neither 
is it believed here that any reasonable de- 
cline would frighten the farmers. into let- 
ting go any more than a moderate advance 
would encourage deliveries.:-The feeling 
here then on ‘this account is that receipts 
will continue to be moderate. was 
a strong demand during the week just closed 
and prices held steady. White corn is scarce 
and mills have difficulty in securing a suffi- 
cient supply. The premium over mixed 
which was nominal a week ago has increased 
to nearly 14gc, with corn millers ready to 
buy at any price. 

Receipts of corn for the week were 86,800 
bus, against 98,700 the week previous, and 
134.400 two weeks before.

Hadley, De Soto, Kan., and Manager Good- 
ing of the Macon (Mo.) mill were among 
last week’s visitors. 

H. Meyer of H. Maynright & Co., Lon- 
don, was here early in the week visiting 
millers and seeking to arrange connections 
for Kansas flour. Mr. Meyer visited north- 
western millers before coming here and 
went from here to St. Louis. 

An ordinance has been introduced in the 
upper house of the Kansas City municipal 
council making it compulsory that bakers 
affix to each loaf of bread a stamp bearing 
the name of the baker and the weight of the 
oaf. The proposed ordinance was referred 
to the sanitary committee. Alli the larger 
and better bakeries already attach to each 
loaf a trademark stamp. 

A Texas dispatch says that a Jarge number 
of new cotton milis will be built in 
that state during the coming summer. New 
mills are proposed at Fort Worth, Houston, 
and Waxahachie at an estimated cost of 
$150,000. Ootton seed meal is gaining in 
favor as a winter feeding stuff throughout 
the southwest; it is the mill refuse after the 
oil has been extracted from the seed. 

More reports of damage to, wheat have 
been circulated during the past week than 
at any time since the. har -epe 
spite which every one ie more confident than 
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ever that wheat has wintered in as good 
condition as could be wished for. Kansas 
City is ever a bullish market, so that all re- 
ports of damage are given a generous 
amount of me a while those of the oth- 
er sort are kept in an even more generous 
seclusion. . 

A number of members of the Board of 
Trade are in' in an effort to form a 
regularly incurporated clearing house for 
the settling up of the daily future market 
trades. A great deal of interest is being 
taken in ‘the future market, which was in- 
augurated only a fortnight BGO, and the 
present lack of method in settling up after 
trading hours makes the call for some sort 
of Cane  Snomeine ipocentire. It is 
proposed ncorporate with a paid-up cap- 
ital stock of $10, 000. 

A large force of laborers has been at work 
during the past week on the site of the new 
Kelley mill. As rapidly as possible the old 
brick distillery buildings which now en- 
cumber the site are being razed and the 
ground cleared. Work on the foundations 
for the big elevator will be begun at once 
and the building pushed to completion. 
Mr. Kelley has opened an office on the 
ground and is giving the work his personal 
attention. He recently moved with his 
family from Leavenworth to Kansas City. 

The representatives of the southwestern 
lines at their meeting last week checked the 
Texas grain and grain product minimums, 
but made no important changes in the sit- 
uation. The rates now in force on business 
from Kansas City to Texas are on the basis 
of 22c per 100 Ibs on flour in carload lots 
and 20c on wheat to points in group I with 
equal advances on both articles to points in 
the other four groups into which the state 
is divided. These rates make a differential 
in favor of wheat and against flour amount- 
ing to about 5c per bbl. The slight changes 
made will go into effect April 15. 

Charles Ellsworth was here Thursday en 
route to his home at Ellsworth, Kan., after 
a trip through the Spanish-American coun- 
tries. He visited Jamaica, Venezuela, 
United States of Colombia, and Honduras, 
and says that he thoroughly enjoyed the 
whole trip, notwithstanding the many in- 
conveniences of travel in those countries. 
In the South American states which he vis- 
ited, he says, all the flour used is imported 
by the big provision and steamship com- 
panies from the United States. A part of 
it is from Kansas, but more is from St. 
Louis and Texas mills and is taken from 
this coast at Mobile, New Orleans, or Gal- 
veston. Practically all of it is clear or low- 
grades, though some sections buy patents. 
Mr. Larkin expresses a preferénce for the 
bread fruit rather than some of the bread 
made according to South American methods 
from low-grade. Among the souvenirs of 
his trip Mr. Larkin has an embryo aviary 
of tropical birds, to say nothing of a monk- 
ey which he intends to use as the nucleus of 
a zodlogical garden. 

Greaé preparations are being made for 
the formal opening of the Port Arthur ship 
canal next Saturday, March 25. The opening 
will take the nature of a celebration, with 
speeches, fire works, etc. This canal which 
is an inland waterway seven miles long con- 
nects the harbor of Port Arthur with tlie 
Gulf of Mexico through Sabine Pass. Its 
construction was made necessary by the in- 
ability of the Pittsburg & Gulf railway to 
secure the site at the head of Sabine Pass. 
They decided to place their terminals further 
up on Sabine lake and connect with the 
Pass by means of a canal; the latter has 
been in process of construction for several 
months. It now has eighteen feet of water 
throughout its length; later it will be deep- 
ened to admit vessels up to twenty-four 
feet draught. Immediately after its com- 
pletion regular steamer service will be es- 
tablished to all important ports of Europe. 
Heretofore goods loaded from the railway 
terminus have been lightered to the steamer 
which perforce had to anchor in the pass. 
The completion of the line will, it is hoped, 
give southwestern lines additional competi- 
tion in foreign rates.

In last week’s review 
of the trade it was 
said that demoraliza- 
tion reigned supreme 
in the flour market of 
this section. If there 
is a stronger term to 
characterize the situa- 
tion, it is applicable to 
present conditions, for 
. millers all unite in the 
statement that the market was never so dull 
as it ig now. Noneof the millsare running 
on full time, and even then they are accu- 
menng aoet Several of the mill managers 
talk of shutting down indefinitely, or unti 
the market gets into better shape. Reports 
from the south indicate that the flour mar- 
ket is active and quite a volume of business 
is passing, but the mills of this territory do 
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not seem to be in it with those north of the 
Ohio river. Brokers report that the western 
mills are underselling the southern mills. 
The trouble seems to be that the roads north 
of the Ohio river are favoring the move- 
ment of wheat in preference to flour in mak- 
ing rates, which prevents millers from ex- 
porting as they have been doing and forcing 
them to seek new markets for at least a part 
of their product. This causes an active 
movement to the sou greatly curtail- 
ing the trade of the mills south of the Ohio, 
to which this trade geograpiically belongs. 
The trade of the western mills being re- 
stricted in their territory, they naturally 
sought new fields to unload some of this 
surplus, and in order to get a foothold in 
this new territory they are willing to under- 
sell. This is an old trick but it always de- 
moralizes trade. 
* 


With a resumption of export business, 
which is now practically dead, the mills 
north of the Ohio will retire from the south- 
eastern territory and then trade will pick 
up. One reason why the mills of this terri- 
tory cannot compete with their more favored 
competitors is that the wheat market here 
has been so high. Millers have up to re- 
cently been compelled to pay too much for 
their wheat. There was early last week 
some indication of a revival of trade, but 
wheat went off and this caused buyers to be 
timid, and instead of showing activity the 
market has shown the reverse. Prices of 
flour are quiet and practically unchanged 
from last week. The fact is, they are just 
as low as the mills can possibly afford to 
make them, but still they are not low — 
to induce buyers to take hold, especially 
when they are able to buy in the west at 
lower figures.

Weare doing no foreign business 
nor do we expect to do any unti) the market 
adjusts itself. There is a good demand for 
corn goods of all kinds and our sale of grits 
has been especially large for the week, and 
we have been able to get better prices for 
both meal and grits. e have had some 
inquiry for export orders of corn em. but 
have been unable to effect sales. ran con- 
tinues active. Wheat receipts are light.’’

In winter wheat flour the trade has been of 
a decidedly hand-to-mouth character. There 
has been a small demand for the better 
grades but no activity.

FREIGHT NOTES. 


The New York market is having a fine 
time just now, under the discrimination of 
the railroads in the way of export and local 
rates. Oorn is being brought forward at 7c 
less per 100 lbs, export basis, than it is for 
local account, so that with the present low 
ocean rates it is possible for the Liverpool 
merchant to buy corn cheaper than it can 
be bought by the local trade. 

This bas discriminated so much against 
the local market that there has practically 
been no local trade in corn since the dis- 
criminations went into effect. The corn is 
all bought to come forward export basis, 
and then if it is sold for local account, the 
difference in freights is added. Such action 
shows the animus of the railrouds and is 
creating decided feeling in the trade at the 
east. As one prominent merchant remarked 
last week, ‘‘If the railroads do not stop such 
work, government control will be welcomed 
by everyone.’’ 

OCEAN RATES, 


The market is about in the same state 
that it has been for the past month. The 
demand is so small that there has been 
nothing to make the market firm buta 
great deal to make it very dull. There is 
only a small berth trade with Liverpool 1d 
per bu; Bristol, 3d; Glasgow, 244d; Ant- 
werp, 154d. Cork for orders is quoted at 3s.

The reports about the milling combine 
ure numerous and they are all in the direc- 
tion of the consummation of the deal. The 
reports are that there will be an announce- 
ment within a short time, perhaps a few 
days, and that the developments will be a 
great surprise to the trade generally. It is 
claimed that the combination will include 
all the Head-of-the-Lakes mills, those of 
Milwaukee, Chicago, and New York, as well 
as some of the Minneapolis mills. It is 
claimed that there will be one large Minne- 
apolis company in the trust and that per- 
haps others will be forced into it either by 
fighting them or by offering such induce- 
ments that there will be no reason for stuy- 
ing out. The proposed trust is said to have 
bought the majority of the stock in one 
Minneapolis mill and that there has been a 
great deal of negotiating for the stock of 
another with a good show of success. The 
combination has taken a new turn, in that 
there has been a good deal of buying of stock 
rather than attempting to get the mills into 
the scheme by stock bonus. 

The fight over the amendments to the 
gratuity system resulted ina vote as ex- 
pected. The total vote cast was very large, 
notwithstanding the extremely stormy day, 
members coming out to vote who had not 
seen the Exchange ina number of years. 
Some of the members were quite anxious 
to know where the ‘‘new building was,’’ re- 
ferring to the annex which has n built 
for several years. The amendments were 
snowed under, both the older men, who were 
opposed to any reduction of the gratuity, 
voting against them, and the members who 
wished to see the system re-organized and 
did not think the amendments were radical 
enough, voting against them. There wasa 
great deal of talk about the solemn contract 
of the gratuity, and that it could not be 
changed on account of this solemn contract, 
yet all but three of the trustees and ex-trust- 
ees of the gratuity fund signed in favor of 
the amendments, showing that the inter- 
pretation of thu men who have had the fund 
in charge was that the agreement was not a 
contract, and could be changed at the will 
of the members of the Exchange the same 
as any other by-law. 


New York, March 20. A. L. Russe.u. 
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Trade showed some 
improvement last week. 
The mills all report a 
little selling of patents 
in domestic markets 
and ae small _ trade 
“through the United 
geKingdom. The selling 
fswas chiefly on the de- 
cline in wheat, and this 
week has not opened 
with promise, wheat prices being firm and 
advancing. The selling last week caused 
more mills to start up and the outturn of 
flour this week ought to reach 30,000 bbls. 
Offal prices continue good and ‘the mills 
are selling more liberally of feeds, owing 
to a larger production. There has been 
scarcely any selling for lake shipment and 
only a little inquiry. The lake freight rate 
basis is not fixed, and where it has been 
necessary to presume on an opening basis, 
millers have taken 1714c per 100 Ibs to New 
York as the rate. The Head-of-the-Lukes 
elevators are about filled with grain and at 
the end of this week their available capacity 
will be pretty well taken. The railroads 
received no flour last week and railroad 
stocks remain at 19100 bbls. Local mill 
stocks do not vary greatly from a week ago, 
being now only 53,650 bbls, compared with 
53,805 a week ago, and 35.850 a year ago. 
Total stocks here are 72,650 bbls, compared 
with 72.985 a week ago, and 35,*50 a year 
ago. The local mills have ample storage 
capacity for considerable more flour than 
they now have on hand, should improved 
trade justify heavy operating just prior to 
the opening of the lakes.

However, it is the opinion of the trade that 
values are pretty nesrly low enough, and 
that it will soon be reasonably safe to stock 
up in anticipation of wants. The early 
buying was based upon this theory, and fur- 
ther purchases will be made the moment 
prices show any degree of steadiness around 
their present level. In fact, a revival in 
business is confidently looked for, on the 
ground that an active spring usually fol- 
lows a dull winter; hence, with stocks light 
and prices reasonable, dealers are watching 
the course of events with more than ordinary 
interest. The trading of the week was fair 
early and poor late, and included sprin 
patent at $3.70@3.85, chiefly standard brands 
for lake shipment at $8.50@3.60 in jute; 
winter patent at $3.65@3. 75; winter straight 
at $3.35@3.50, and winter clear at $3.10@ 
3.35. Lower figures than these were ob- 
tainable at the close in instances, but the 
jobbers preferred to do nothing more until 
the raw material found bottom.

“It is a long lane 
that has no turning,’’ 
says the proverb, and 
this seems to be just 
the kind of a lane the 
flour trade over here 
has got into. ‘‘The 
flour trade is very qui- 
et, nobody seems to 
want anything,’’ is 

what one large importer said to me today, 
and I have no doubt if I had interviewed 
every importer on the market, the majority 
would have felt, ‘‘Them's my sentiments, ”’ 
even though they did not so express them- 
selves. It is rather depressing at present to 
talk with the importers about business, as 
they all give such unsatisfactory reports. 
Of the three markets, London, Liverpool 
and Glasgow, I rather think London is the 
worst. A man whose business it is constant- 
ly to visit the wharves here. tells me that 
they are all full of flour, so that the wharf- 
ingers can hardly turn round. They are 
storing flour in the basements now and will 
have to begin storing it on the roofs pretty 
soon, if the heavy arrivals continue. There 
is talk of extensive consignments having 
been made by some American millers, and 
some color is given to these reports by re- 
cent sales at very low prices. Personally I 
only know of consignments by small mill- 
ers, but there may have been a good many 
of these, which, in the aggregate, will 
amount to a very great deal. I am afraid 
that those millers who have consigned any 
quantity of flour will be very much dissatis- 
fied with the results, as the premium on 
spot stuff has wholly disappeared and the 
tendency has been downward here, while in 
America it has been rather the other way. 
* * 

Notwithstanding the general conditions 
as noted, some business has been put through 
and I was pleased to hear from one miller, 
a few days ago, that he had made sales 
amounting to 5,500 sacks. Quite a number 
of arbitrations of one kind and another have 
beeo in progress lately in different markets 
over here. It seems as if there should be 
some comunittee consisting of members ap- 
pointed by the London, Liverpool! and Glas- 
gow flour trade associations, or corn trade 
associations, and of soine of the American 
exchanges and milling centers, to establish 
uniform customs in the trade and to decide 
upon disputed points that may arise from 
time to time. One recent case in which 
there seems to be a diversity of opinion was 
this: An American miller sold a Liverpool 
importer a lot of flour, ‘‘ November and De- 
cember shipment from mill.’’ There were 
other features of the case which need not be 
mentioned, but the case developed the fact 
that the Riverside code, by which the sale 
was made, has no explanation of what is 
meant by this term, namely, whether it is 
at the miller’s option to ship at any time 
during November and December, or whether 
the flour must be shipped part in each 
morth. The importer took the latter view, 
the miller the former, and so the matter 
went to arbitration. Upto this time I have 
not heard the result.

The miller made inquiries among other 
shippers in his district and some took it his 
way while some agreed with the importer’s 
view. I Jaid the case befure one of the old- 
est importers on the London market, who 
said that the miller clearly had the right to 
ship any time he liked during those months 
and that he could have shipped the flour all 
on Nov 1 or all on Dec. 31. On discussing 
the matter in the office of another Liverpool 
importer, I found two opinious in the same 
office, one man holding to one view and the 
other to the contrary. I mention this case 
to show the great lack of uniformity with 
regard to trade customs that now exists, and 
the desirability of bringing about greater 
uniformity in this respect. Incidentally, it 
would be well for every miller using the 
Riverside code to have a clear understand- 





ing with his customers as to the construc- 
tion to be put on this expression. I am 
told that the matter has been previously ar- 
bitrated in Liverpool and that the decision 
was that the miller must ship half in each 
month where flour is sold say for ‘‘shipment 
for November and December.’’

Kruger, Darsie & Oo. (March 7): ‘‘The 
market continues extremely depressed, and 
we can only repeat the tenor of last week’s 
advices. The dullness of business is, if 
anything, accentuated.’’

Dunlop Bros. (March 8): ‘‘The 
week has brought no change for the better 
in the state of trade here. ite light 
supplies, particularly of flour, it has been 
difficult to maintain prices in the trifling 
business that has been transacted. ’’ 

‘LEITH. 

Wilson & Burnie (March 9): ‘‘The mar- 
ket still drags wearily along with very little 
business passing, especially for shipment, 
as c. i. f. offers are, in most cases, beyond 
buyers’ views. The spot demand keeps very 
small; cheap prices in the near future is 
the cry all round. There is still no word of 
the steamship Croft and the worst fears are 
now entertained regarding her. Some mill- 
ers prices’ of flour are 6d down on the fort- 
night. The stocks of flour held in Leith on 
Feb. 28 were only 116 280-lb sacks down 
since Jan. 31, the figures being: On Jan. 
31. 52,226 sacks foreign; 71,616 home; total, 
123,842 sacks. On Feb. 28, 57,356 sacks for- 
eign, 66,370 home; total, 123,726 sacks. The 
arrivals since Feb. 23 are, wheat from 
America, 14,288 qrs; flour from America, 
30 535 sacks and bags; flour from France, 
2,909 sacks and bags.’”’ 

SELFAST. 

John Jackson & Co. (March 7): ‘‘Any 
business that is passing in flour is of a re- 
tail character. Nothing will induce buyers 
to operate to any extent for shipment.’’ 

ROTTERDAM. 


Altona Bros. (March 7): ‘‘We regret that 
we cannot yet report auy improvement in 
the general tone of our markets. The 
weather continues dry and rather cold, and 
there is no talk of damage to crops. It is 
rumored that the home flour mills will be 
closed, owing to the unsatisfactory trade 
and the want of margin between wheat and 
flour and the competition of foreign flours. 
It is expected that our tariff will be revised. 
If the mills actually close down, their action 
may bring influence to bear on the estab- 
lishment of an import duty. Wheat is quiet 
and there is almost no demand. Flour is 
dull, with a very small demand. American 
first clear is quoted at 844 florins, at which 
figure spot flour is obtainable, or even at 
l¢ florin lower. Offers for shipment are to- 
tally neglected.’* 

AMSTERDAM. 


Van der Zee & Grippeling (March 7): 
‘*Our flour market is still stationary. Sup- 
plies still continue ample and the demand 
is very limited. Noc. i. f. business has 
been done this week and re-sellers rule the 
market, offering their goods at 44 to % 
guilder under tbe quotations of millers. 
With regard to American mill prices, there 
is little variation, but our inland millers 
have reduced their asking prices 144 guilder, 
at which price they have been able to sell 
some flour.”’ 

MONEY MARKET—LONDON, MARCH 8, 


Discount rates for money are quoted as 
having a ‘‘bardening tendency,’’ though 
quotations do not vary much from those of 
a week ago, ranging around 244 per cent for 
bills drawn by banks, while trade bills are 
slightly higher. There has been a fractional 
decline in the price of consols, which closed 
yesterday at 110%; for money and 110 9-16 
for account. The latter price represents a 
decline of 1, from the previous day’s prices. 
It is claimed that the occasion of the de- 
cline was the expectation of dearer money 
in America. There were general declines 
in investment stocks, such as English rail- 
way shares. There was quite a drop in the 
price of the National Telephone shares, as a 
bill has been introduced into parliament 
providing for an appropriation of £2,000, - 
000 to enable the postoffice department to 
go into active competition with the tele- 
phone company, and authorizing various 
municipalities to devote money to this pur- 
pose. 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

The Times this morning gives an inter- 
esting résumé of the British trade returns 
for February, which it characterizes as very 
satisfactory. Imports are a little below 
those of a year ago in value, but exports are 
decidedly more. The February imports are 
valued at £35,586,694, which is a decrease 
of £184,180 compared with February, 1898. 
The exports of British and Irish produce 
were £19,382,406, an increase of £1,748,557. 
Among the items included in the exports 
are new ships sold abroad to the value of 
£205,052. A greater quantity of wheat and 
flour was larded in February this year than 
a year ago, but as prices are lower the value 
of these imports is less in February of this 
year. Barley, Indian corn and cornmeal 


show an increase both in quantity and val- 
ue as compared with February, 1898. Three- 
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uarters of the wheat satqeceet came from 
United States. Very little wheat came 
from Russia, but this country supplied large 
ie of barley, oats and . Less 
ndian corn came from the United States, 
but Roumania and the Argentine Republic 
sent more. As regards the exports, more 
jute was shipped both in yarn and in the 
jece than a year ago. It is noted that the 
lemand for linen in the piece from the 
United States is still pvor. The times 
would appear to be fairly pros us in 
Great Britain, as the clearances of dutiable 
articles for home consumption were heavy 


and lar than last year, especially in the 
= of tobacco, foreign spirits, tea, and 
wine. 


CURRENT TOPICS—THE VICTIM OF SCIENCE. 


One usually associates the idea of ijlicit 
stills with the bogs and deserted districts of 
Ireland—the home of poteen, or with the 
lonely mountains of Scotland, but there have 
been one or two cases lately of the discov- 
ery of illicit stills in London itself. A case 
was tried at the Thames police court yester- 
day against Louis Woronker and Solomon 
Rosenbloom, who were discovered to have 
a distillery, where 250 gallons of spirit and 
200 gallons of wash were recently seized. 
The legal gentleman who defended Woron- 
ker made the amusing defence that the latter 
was a scientific enthusiast, who was experi- 
menting with a new method of manufactur- 
ing brandy. The experiment seems to have 
been rather a costly one, as the justice in- 
flicted a fine of £125 0n each of the accused. 


OVERDUE SHIPS. 


I find in the Daily Mail this morning a 
list of vessels on the overdue market. This 
list is a striking evidence of the very heavy 
weather that has prevailed on the ocean this 
winter. It gives the number of days out for 
each vessel and the amount of the current 
price of re-insurance. There are 28 vessels 
on the list and several of them are likely 
to have flour on board from America. 
Among these is the steamer Croft, 40 days 
out from New York, bound for Leith. On 
the Croft the rate of insurance is given at 
90 per cent. The steamer Port Melbourne, 
from New York for London, is 39 days out, 
and re-insurance on her is quoted at the 
same rate as on the Croft. The steamship 
Arona, from Portland, Me., for London, is 
also 39 days out, and the re-insurance rate 
is quoted at 90 per cent. It isclaimed that 
there have never been so many steamers 
overdue at one time before. As to the size 
and value of the ships, the Port Melbourne 
is of 4,670 tons and is valued at £40,000, 
and her cargo at £30,000. The Croft isa 
vessel of 2,675 tons. valued at £20,000, and 
her cargo at £10,000. Of course it is quite 
possible that some of these vessels may 
turn up yet, in which case the mourning of 
the underwriters will indeed be turned to joy. 


LONDON LEGISLATION, 


A great deal of interest has been taken in 
the bill brought forward by Mr. Balfour 
known as the London government bill, 
which proposes to make some sweeping 
changes in the metropolitan district out- 
side of the city, which remains untouched. 
The city has its own Lord Mayor and its 
own police and is a corporate body quite 
distinct from London asa whole. What is 
known as the metropolitan district of Lon- 
don embraces suburbs lying at a considera- 
ble distance from the center, and the metro- 
politan district is under the general control 
of the London county council. Local mat- 
ters have been under the control of vestries 
and district boards. Under the new bill it 
is proposed to create sixteen municipalities, 
the municipal body to consist of a mayor, 
aldermen and councillors. At present it is 
permissible for women to sit on vestries, but 
is does not yet appear whether it is contem- 
plated to allow them to serve as councillors. 
The principal new municipality to be cre- 
ated is Larger Westminster, which has been 
dubbed by the papers the ‘‘City of the 
Rich.’’ Some of the powers now exercised 
by the London county council will be dele- 
gated to the new municipal bodies, and one 
of the most important powers which the lat- 
ter will enjoy. and which the local vestries 
have not hitherto had, will be the right to 

o to parliament to promote or oppose bills. 
he London county council will continue to 
deal with London as a whole, its powers 
being somewhat reduced as above indicated. 
So far as I have seen, the public sentiment, 
as reflected by the press, has not givena 
very favorable reception to the new bill. 
‘*soapa.”’ 

There are probably more societies of all 
kinds in England and more headquarters in 
London, than in any other city or country 
in the world. My attention was recently 
called to the society bearing the title of 
‘*Scapa’’ through a communication to the 
fae from the secretary on some subject re- 
ating to street advertisin®. The full title 
of the society. of which this is an abbrevia- 
tion, is the National Society for Checking 
the Abuses of Public Advertising. The ob- 
ject of the society is to regulate and control 
pictorial advertising by signs and posters 
placed where they detract from the land- 
scape and spoil what would otherwise be a 
pleasing view. The following extract from 
some remarks by Lord Rosebery will be ap- 
preciated by a great many: ‘‘I was dee fy 
and hideously impressed with the fact that

The society recognizes the 
of interfering with rights of individuals, 
but holds that as a man is not allowed to 
build a house just as he thinks but must 
conform to the regulations of the lest-on- 
thority, so the comfort of the public eye 
ought to be consulted. ‘‘Sight is a sense 
as much entitled to state consideration as 
the ear or the nose. organs are 
rotected by law.’’ The society seeks to 
ve the erection of signs brought under the 
control of local councils. It states that 
within the London metropolitan area sky 
signs have already been prohibited, and it 
hopes that some corresponding check will be 
placed on the multiplication of the field 
boards, which so materially diminish the 
leasure and cumfort of railway journeys. 
bere are certainly many places in America 
where there would be ample field for the 
work of such a society. Scapa has already 
many sympathisers in America, and a letter 
is published from the general superintend- 
ent of the New York Central Railway Co., 
saying that instructions are out prohibiting 
any advertisements on their right of way or 
property.

The official report makes the yield of 
wheat in New South Wales last year, 9,230, -

William H. Gregory of Lawrenceburg, 
Ky., has received a patent on feed-controll- 
ing mechanism for grain-crushing mills. 

The French official report makes the 
wheat imports into France up to Jan. 31, 
7,296,000 bus, against 21,976,000 last year. 

Nebraska reports indicate 20 per cent of 
the winter wheat crop killed, but there isan 
increased acreage with prospects for a good 
crop. 

Secretary Wilson is naking arrangements 
for letting the government seed contracts in 
the spring instead of in the autumn, as has 
been done heretofore. 

The department of agriculture has received 
a consignment of different varieties of Rus- 
sian grain and will experiment with them 
as to their resistance to rust and drouth. 

The Hecker-Jones-Jewell Milling Oo., of 
New York, has challenged the constitution- 
ality of the war revenue tax by selling a 
large consignment of flour unstamped. The 
company holds that the law was not intend- 
ed to bear on food products, and it proposes 
to test its validity. 

Assemblyman Hitchcock has introduced in 
the New York house a bill providing for 
cheapening facilities at the port of New 
York for elevating and transferring grain 
carried over the canals and other waters of 
the state, and appropriating $200,000 for the 
building of state elevators.

BOSTON. 


Boston correspondence, March 20: Steam- 
er Cephalonia, which left Liverpool March 
14 for Boston, has part of the cargo of the 
disabled steamer Pavonia. 

Steamship Sir Garnet Wolseley, now at 
this port, from the Mediterranean, has been 
chartered by L. Dreyfus of New York tu 
load about 100,000 bus wheat at the Mystic 
elevator, Boston; destination, Cork, for or- 
ders, at 2s 9d per bu. The charter was 
made at 3d less than could be made at other 
Atlantic ports. The regular liners were un- 
able to furnish freight room. 

Indications point to the early opening of 
navigation in the St. Lawrence this year. 
In many places in the upper river the ice 
has given way and there are long stretches 
of clear water. The ice is piled up in hum- 
mocks below Montreal. which causes an un- 
usually high tide. Navigation last year 
opened April 26, and it is expected the river 
will be free of ice much earlier this year. 

Another charter reported was that of the 
steamship Admiral Ihlen, which arrived 
here on Friday last from Dantzic, Germany, 
with a cargo of sugar. The steamship is 
chartered to load 13,000 qra of heavy grain 
from Newport News, at 3s 14d, destination, 
Cork, for orders, or 2s 9d option. A third 
steamship, the Alexandra, of 13,000 or 14,- 
000 qrs capacity, is now on the way to this 
port from Dantzic, and inquiries are already 
pe made concerning a charter to load 
grain. 

The Dominion Line steamship Ottoman, 
which has been running in the Warren Line 
service between Liverpool und this port, bas 
been withdrawn from this route, and after 
receiving extensive repairs will be placed on 
the line between Liverpool and Halifax, 
taking the place of the steamship Labrador, 
wrecked March 1.

It was announced yesterday (March 13) 
that the American-Hawaiian Steam Naviga- 
tion Co., notice of whose incorporation ap- 
peared yesterday morning, would build three 
steamers of about 8,500 tons capacity to ply 
between this and Pacific ports and the Ha- 
waiian Islands. The officers of the new com- 
pany are to be George S. Dearborn of Dear- 
born & Co., president; Wallace B. Flint, of 
Flint & Oo., vice-president and treasurer; A. 
Cheeseborough, of Williams, Dimond & Co., 
New York and San Francisco, second vice- 
president; and H. E. D. Jackson, of Dear- 
born & Co., secretary. It was further an- 
nounced that the contracts for the three ves- 
sels were to be awarded shortly. They are 
to be of the following dimensions: 415 feet 
in length, 52 feet beam and 36 feet deep. 
George S. Dearborn, the future president of 
the company said: ‘‘We are to commence 
with three boats, which probably will not 
be finished within nine months at the earli- 
est. We are simply to supplant our sailing 
vessels which have been plying to Pacific 
ports. These boats are to be of the modern 
cargo type of about 8,500 tons gross capac-

A press dispatch from Trenton, N. J., 
under date of March 16 says that the Amer- 
ican Shipbuilding Co. was incorporated 
there with capital stock of $80,000,000. The 
objects of the company are the building 
and equipment of ships, vessels, wharves 
and docks and the transportation of goods 
and passengers; also manufacturing and 
mining of all kinds, the assumption being 
that the company is not only to build its 
vessels, but to mine the iron for their con- 
struction. The combination originated in 
Ohio and is said to include many shipyards 
on the lakes. The incorporators are James 
B. Dill, Fred W. Klein and W. T. Coleman. 
In spite of the severe blizzard in Febru- 
ary, which suspended nearly all navigation 
for a week, the value of the exports from 
Philadelphia amounted to $4,376,872, against 
$3,890,620 in February, 1898, and the im- 
ports were valued at $3,06%,788, compared 
with $2,627,448 during the same month last 


year. . 

The British steamship Benrath, 2,234 net 
registered tonnage, has been chartered by 
the Keystone Line and placed on its regular 
service bewteen this port and Amsterdam. 

Robert Ramsay of the firm of Patterson, 
Ramsay & Oo., and Joseph R. Foord of the 
J. R. Foord Co. of Baltimore, were here 
last week examining the workings of the 
Philadelphia Maritime Exchange, with the 
view of establishing a similar service in 
connection with the Baltimore Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Joseph Gans, representing the Vogemann 
steamship service between this country and 
Hamburg, was a visitor at the Maritime 
Exchange last week. 

In order to accommodate the increasing 
volume of their business between this port 
and London and Hamburg, the Atlantic 
Transport Co. is soon to place several addi- 
tional steamers in its service. It was re- 

rted on Friday that the British steamship 

asconomo, a vessel of 4,247 tons gross 
register, will be added to the London serv- 
ice. leaving Philadelphia in May, after 
which, with the vessels already in service, 
the company will maintain a weekly service 
to and from London. The steamers of the 
line are all large carriers and were built 
especially for the transportation of general 
cargoes, including live stock and perishable 
merchandise. The Hamburg-American 
Line, which is managed by the Atlantic 
Transport Oo. has decided, in the future, to 
run the German steamships Arabia, Asturia, 
and Armenia direct from Philadelphia to 
Hamburg. All three of the vessels are of 
7,000 tons carrying capacity, and are the 
largest steamships in the Philadelphia trans- 
Atlantic trade. An extra boat, the British 
steamship Strathgarry, will be added to the 
Hamburg service next month, leaving the 
latter port on April 14 for Philadelphia. 
The line will tranship cargoes on through 
bills of lading to interior points in Ger- 
many. 

The British steamship Pek Ling was taken 
by the Keystone Line on Saturday and will 
clear from this port for Amsterdam this 
month. She will carry 642 tons grain and 
about 5,400 tons flour. 





John J. Hill, who for years has been sec- 
retary and manager of the big bakery of 
Mangels & Schmidt, Newark, N. J., has left 
that concern and bought a half interest in 
the Adam Turkes Co., of the same city.

FROM THE TRADE. 

Hine & Chatfield, Bay City: ‘‘Markets 
have been dragging for last four days. We 
are sold ahead for two weeks. The demand 
for millfeed far exceeds the supply. Weather 
is more favorable for wheat, on account of 
more snow to protect it.’’ 

Walsh De Roo Milling Co., Holland: 
‘*Demand for feed is excellent and the trade 
in it is about the only satisfactory feature 
connected with the milling business at pres- 
ent. Flour is too low compared with cur- 
rent cost of wheat and trade was rather dull 
last week.’’ 

Deubel Bros., Ypsilanti: ‘‘We cannot say 
that we can see any change in the flour 
trade. Have had some inquiry from new 
parties, but mostly for millfeed or low 
grades of flour. We are unable to supply 
our local demand for feed. Wheat is mov- 
ing slowly.”’ 

John ©. Liken & Co., Sebewaing: ‘‘There 
was a little better demand for flour last 
week, but with no money in sales at pres- 
ent offers. Feed is in good demand ata 
slight advance over last week’s prices. 
Farmers still claim considerable damage to 
growing wheat, but it is impossible to say 
to what extent. ’’ 

David Stott, Detroit: ‘‘With the decline 
in wheat we have had many inquiries for 
flour, especially from domestic buyers. The 
export trade is still out of line from 6d to 
ls. The demand is especially good for clear 
and low-grade. Have succeeded in securing 
orders enough to run steadily. Oouditions 
as to wheat much the same as last week.’’ 

Christian Breisch & Co., North Lansing: 
‘*The flour market is dull. No wheat mov- 
ing, as the drop aud bad roads have checked 
all deliveries. We always find it difficult to 
sell flour on such bad breaks as we have had 
for the past two or three days. Reports 
from farmers are somewhat mixed in re- 
gard to wheat. However, we think the re- 
cent snow has protected it considerably.’’ 

Darrah Bros. & Co., Big Rapids: ‘‘Trade 
was quiet last week, although we worked a 
little domestic, but no export. mand for 
feed is excellent and prices good. Wheat is 
now covered with about eight inches of 
fresh snow, which, if it holds a few days, 
may help to revive the growing wheat, al- 
though it has been looking very badly. 
Hard to tell much about wheat, however, 
until later.’’ ° 

F. Thoman & Bro., Lansing: ‘‘ We booked 
some orders during the first part of last 
week, and are running steadily as usual. 
But little wheat received from farmers on 
account of bad roads. A heavy covering of 
snow over the fields at this writing will be 
of considerable benefit to wheat. Quite a 
number of offers have been received from 
foreign buyers, but they were too low to 
permit of business. ”’ 

Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: ‘‘We 
cannot say that flour trade improved any 
during the week, owing to the decline in 
wheat. While wheat has declined in large 
markets, farmers are not selling at present. 
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They prefer to hold until the crop damage 
is verified. The weather during the week 
was favorable. The ground has been cov- 
ered with snow, so the freezing did not-in- 
jure it. The demand for millfeed keeps up 
and probably will until grazing time. The 
mills here are running full time this week.’’ 


Robert Henkel, secretary Coromercial 
Milling Oo., Detroit: ‘‘Trade is very quiet 
but we have mana to run full time and 
sell everything made.

While the offers from 
the trade have been in line with the drop in 
wheat, it is impossible to obtain a supply of 
wheat at the decline. The breaking up of 
the roads has shut off all deliveries from 
farmers. Mills are obliged to obtain their 
supplies from shippers, who are well stocked 
with high-priced wheat and will only sell at 
a price 2c to 8c above the Detroit market. 
No wheat being delivered the shipper is 
consequently running a wheat market of 
his own; the mills can either pay his price 
or shut down. The crop damage reports 
are growing smaller every day. Farmers 
who claimed their wheat was completely 
killed, now report it looking well. Such 
reports coming from farmers are strong evi- 
dence that the damage is very small. Feed 
is in good demand at fair prices.’’ 


Hart Bros., Flushing: ‘‘We are running 

full time and have orders for a good round 
lot of flour, which we are hustling to get 
off. Farmers are offering some of their ad- 
vice as to wheat being all killed; they won’t 
have any this year, etc., but we think differ- 
ently. We always hear that kind of report. 
Last year it was the same, and the yield 
was 25 to 45 bus per acre of the very finest 
quality.

Chicago Cooperage. 


Chicago correspondence, March 18: ‘‘Ac- 
cording to cooper shop managers there ap- 
pears to be a little easier feeling as to the 
supply of stock compared with two or three 
weeks ago. They attribute this to the gen- 
eral dullness of flour and the comparatively 
light output of mills in general. They also 
claim to be receiving offers from many of 
the manufacturers. though prices are nom- 
inally the same. Two of the local mills use 
second-hand barrels, but only for the Chica- 
go trade. For second-hand packages, shops 
are asking 29c for shaved and 26c for trim- 
med. For new eight patent hoop barrels 
the mills are paying 3lc, although it is be- 
lieved this price is cut 1c to certain mills. 
One shop has been using more or less cotton- 
wood staves from the south, and the barrels 
wade therefrom have been very satisfactory 
to the mills using them. Heading is quoted 
at 44%{c per set for future delivery, while 
for prompt shipment some manufacturers 
are asking 444c. Elm staves are quoted at 
$6.75 per M for immediate delivery; coiled 
hoops, best grade at $6.50@6.75. Shops are 
obtaining their stocks mainly from Michi- 
gan, especially staves and heading, though 
there are some receipts from the central 
southern states. ’’

Two shops were shut down Monday and 
Tuesday as aresult of the big snowstorm 
Sunday, March 12. Stock was delayed a 
good deal and other shops were also more 
or less affected. Wisconsin heading facto- 
ries did not do much for a few days, owing 
to the heavy fall of snow.

The barrel sales last week increased 4,000, 
but still were a good deal smaller than were 
the figures for the corresponding week in 
other years. While some of the shops have 
accumulated a considerable number of bar- 
rels, others have not, and the present lull is 
one that the coopers on the whole are 
pleased to see. Stock continues to come in 
slowly and is made into barrels about as 
fast as it arrives. The make for the week 
exceeded the sales by 8,000 barrels. With 
the mills running quite strongly, and large- 
ly upon domestic orders, there is some basis 
for expecting larger sales of barrels this 
week. 

The sales and manufacture of flour barrels last

Recent storms have delayed shipments of 
stock, and the shops in a large degree con- 
tinue to run hand-to-mouth so far as sup- 
plies are concerned. They are not crowded 
for varrels, and yet the situation is not as 
pleasant as it might be. Elm flour barre! 
staves continue extremely scarce, and were 
the call for barrels not reduced, the situa- 
tion would be very embarrassing to both 
coopers and stock men. There is really no 
source from which to draw staves, and there- 
fore it is fortunate that the demand is light. 
Owing to the lack of transactions, quota- 
tions of staves are nominal in the fullest 
sense. The highest price known to have 
been paid recently was $7.35 per M, though 
it is probable that were a good article to be 
had at once, a limited quantity could be dis- 
posed of at $7.50. Sume of the shops are 
using the poorest quality of staves they ever 
had to put up with, but they are the only 
ones available and have to be made the best 
of. The breakage in such staves is quite 
heavy. Nothing is established as to summer 
prices. Stock handlers ask stiff values and 
the coopers rather than pay them, are dis- 
posed to hold off, feeling that there is noth- 
ing to be lost by so doing. Therefore no 
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new contracts are being entered into. It 
has been nerally thought that $6.50 
per M would be a safe ; price for the 
manufacturer to ask for staves, but 
of late he has not been quite sure that 
this was enough. Coiled hoops are by no 
means plentiful, though there does not at 
present seem to be a very pressing call for 
them. While they were early in the new 
year offered at $6.25 per M, and some were 
contracted for at that quotation, no more 
can be bought at that price, $6.50@6.75 now 
being asked. The best Michigan makes are 
held at the latter figure. Heading is claimed 
to be easier. More or less has lately been 
bought at’4c and some coopers contend that 
that is the market. However, it is a ques- 
tion if a first quality could be had freely at 
4c. and the fairer range would probably be 
4@43¢c.

CUBA AND CUBAN TRADE.

board, large, handsome brass ornaments and 
silk cords to hold the draperies. A further 
description includes lace pillows and side 
throws and lastly torn and very damp, sticky 
sheets. You will take absolutely no com- 
fort should you secure one of the inside 
dungeons, but a room with a balcony ex- 
posure is quite sure to please. I had a taste 
of both and from the gloom into the light 
will change one’s opinion greatly. ou 
are apt to accuse thes of being clammy 
and just from the laundry, but when you 
get up next morning and find the crease out 
of your trousers, your top-coat wrinkled and

your shirt as though just wrung from the 
wash, it is easy to realize that this is humid- 
ity in its real form. 

Breakfast is served from 10 o'clock until 
noon. An earlier meal is café, and consists 
of oranges pared and served on forks, bread 
and coffee. A special dish of ham and eggs 
will be served by request at a cost of 55c ex- 
tra at this particular hotel. The bread is 
delicious, but the coffee is not suited to 
northern tastes, though it soon loses its ob- 
jectionable features. The office hours of the 
merchants of Havana are from 8 to 10 a. m. 
and from 12 o’clock to 5p. m. After café 
the merchant drives to his place of business 
or to the Produce Exchange and is busy un- 
til 10 o‘clock when his breakfast is taken. 
At the hotel this includes little that is really 
palatable to Americans, for several days at 
least. The meats all have a peculiar and 
sickening flavor. They are generally rare 
and are nauseating almost without excep- 
tion. Ham imported from the states, eggs, 
bread and olives, fruits and coffee, are the 
principal dishes which the average Ameri- 
can will look upon with favor. 

The Havana hotels are now crowded to 
overflowing, despite the fact that every 
steamer leaving the port is loaded with 
passengers. The experience of the new 
comer is amusing. and as the millers who 
are now on the island have passed through 
the experience, it will be well. perhaps, to 
note a few of the peculiarities of the people, 
for the benefit of those contemplating a trip. 
Expecting prompt attention on one’s ar- 
rival at the hotel, the fuming passenger just 
in from the ocean trip, will ask to be shown 
to a room at once. Some five or six English- 
speaking Spanish clerks will engage in con- 
versation and ignore twenty or more guests 
until some especially impatient guest makes 
an uproar. The little interest they take in 
you is exasperating, but once having 
brought them to their senses they seem 
quite accommodating. At the breakfast ta- 
ble this same feature is predominant. The 
waiter frequently seems wrapped up in med- 
itation, and the new-comer becomes exasper- 
ated to the last degree, while waiting for a 
rush order. The American officers at the 
Havana hotels have done much to make these 
waiters pay attention to the patrons of the 
hotels and not to smoke and chat when they 
should be attentive to their duties. 

There is wealth and plenty of it in Ha- 
vana, and the merchants, who, as a rule, 
are wealthy, did not suffer by the devasta- 
tion of the sugar plantations. The theaters 
and cafés are brilliant and always thronged 
with guests; I dare say there is more money 
expended foolishly in Havana today than in 
any city of twice its size inthe States. This 
glitter makes Havana charming, and de- 
lights the visitor. Another feature of inter- 
est is the historic buildings and surround- 
ing scenery; but a visitor has to put up 
with a great many inconveniences. In con- 
trast to the best side of Havana life he finds 
many things sadly deficient. One is sur- 
prised that such peculiar and, in some in- 
stances, disgusting conditions prevail ina 
center where there is so much wealth and 
elegance. 

HAVANA IMPORTERS, 

Three years have made great changes in 
the importing houses of Havana and an en- 
tire resetting has taken place among the 
old firms. As a result some of the mills 
which bad a substantial trade are now en- 
tirely out of it, and other mills have stepped 
in apd secured good connections. These 
changes are quite interesting. The old firm 
of Galban, Rio & Co. has been reorganized 


to exist are Jaimé Balaguer, at 38 O 
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as Galban & Co. This is the leading house 
in the island. Lawton Bros., a firm that in the 
past was a large importing house and quite 
weli known to the trade, has been succeeded 
by that of G. Lawton, Ohilds & Oo., which 
acts as agent for the Plant Steamship Co. 
and does a general banking business and 
has therefore lost much of its interest to the 
flour importing trade. From the firm of 
Silviera, Tellez & Oo., two of the most act- 
ive flour-importing houses have sprung up, 
viz, Silviera & Co., and R. Tellez & Oo. 
Higgins & Oo., who were special agents for 
Keblor Bros. of St. Louis, have been suc- 
ceeded by Armor & Oo., which firm con- 
tinues to hold the Kehlor agency. The ex- 
cellent and substantial importing house, 
Coro, Quesada & Co. was succeeded a short 
time ago, when Mr. Coro went out of busi- 
ness, 7 a consolidation of the house with 
Perez & Co., and the new firm, Quesada, 
Perez & Co., one of the in Havana, 
continues to be exclusive agent for the 
Isaac Harter Milling Oo., Toledo, O. Ow- 
ing to the death of Mr. Brown, the firm of 
Brown, Martinez & Co., which long handled 
the flour of the George P. Plant mill, is re- 
organized as Martinez & Pasada. These 
are but a few of the changes in the leading 
firms which in reality continue to exist. 
There are quite a number of good houses 
that had a thriving trade but which have 
gone entirely out of business, while at least 
twenty-five new firms have been added to 
the list. Some old Havana firms that have 
paid little attention to flour and who were 
not importers or distributors, are now man- 
ifesting a great interest in the trade. 

Some of the old houses that have mam 

cios ; 
José Balaguer, at 10-12 Lamparilla street; 
Martinez, Duran & Oo.; S. G. Ruiz, at 68 
Cuba street, and José Pujol & Mayola, who 
removed their business to New York. The 
firms of Ortiz & Fortun, Lavielle & Co., 
and Andusar & Muniategui, have all ceased 
to exist, but some of the members of these 
concerns have started up under other firm 
names. 

There has been a general shaking up and 
change in the agenciesof theisland. Man- 
uel Gomez, for instance, who had the exclu- 
sive handling of the brands of a St. Louis 
mill, is now devoting his entire attention 
to the consulate he secured. Luciana Ruis 
& Co., exclusive agents for the Victoria 
mills of St. Louis, have given up the im- 
portation of flour and are about to discon- 
tinue their banking business also, and the 
members expect soon to retire. 

A few failures. have been recorded in the 
Havana trade within the period of war dis- 
turbance. Among these might be named J. 
M. de Pinillos, the ex-president of the Prod- 
uce Exchange. He is now acting as an 
agent. The failure of most interest to the 
milling trade was that of A. A. Valdes & 
Co., who ‘‘monkeyed’’ with sugar on a 
small capital. Valdes went to pieces just 
about the time of the actual breaking out of 
hostilities between Spain and the United 
States, and his claim to a certain mill that 
its flour had been confiscated by the Span- 
ish government is not well founded. He, 
too, has reorganized, under another firm 
name, however. 

There are several firms in liquidation, one 
of which is Sanremo, Pita & Co. O. Blanch 
& Co., an excellent firm of direct importers, 
are inclined to retire from the trade, but 
may not. I might go on and note many 
changes of minor importance, but the list 
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is too long. A great many firins have 
changed locations for inyproved facilities. 
When I attempted to classify the import- 
ers of flour and the wholesale grocers of Ha- 
vana, I found it an almost impossible task. 
Importers of flour in Cuba are far different 
in their mode of doing bus‘ness from the 
importers of Great Britain, for instance. 
There is not a house in Havana engaged ex- 
clusively in the importation of flour. Near- 
ly every wholesale grocer imports, although 
he may not pose as an importer. The com- 
mercial banking houses do general impurt- 
ing, and some of these are the largest flour 
jobbers. The principal flour importers all 
trade in sugar, provisions, rice, etc, or do 
a general banking business. I even found 
an importer of hardware who was seeking 
the exclusive agency of a mill. His place 
of business is very similar to a hardware 
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store in the Sta but he was solicitous of 
-having a flour trade. 

Now, to impress the fact the more, the 
people of Havana do not look upon their 


rters as flour men. For instance, in | ho

making inquiries about Galban, I was told 
ihe was a big dealer in sugar and provisions. 
Flour was a sort of side line, as it were, in 
ithe trade of this great firm which has such a 
_reputation as big flour dealer. 

As a matter of fact some of the firms, the 
‘wholesale grocers that import flour, do not 
look upon themselves as flour py 1 
‘called on several such, who stated that the 
‘did not import flour. They are jobbers an 
distributors and when a good opportunity 
presents itself they import large oe 
To be sure, they do not import flour regu- 
larly, as they do other articles, and there- 
fore do not regard themselves as importers. 
‘They might be classified as wholesale gro- 
cers who occasionally import and who do a 
distributing business. 

One of the most important changes among 
the houses of Cuba is one of those who were 
large and exclusive receivers of Spanish 
flours. Their trade with Spanish exporters 
‘had been going on for many years, and 
‘these connections of course came to an ab- 
rupt end at the beginning of the war. These 
importers of Spanish flour are now ready, 
with a little urging, to take up the importa- 


‘tion of American flour, and some will make 


‘the change necessary in the way of credits; 
namely, from 60 to 90 days time to the pay- 
ment of sight drafts. houses are 
some of the on the island and are al- 
ready receiving communications from Amer- 
ican mills. The firm of Galban & Co. is re- 
puted to be the leading flour dealer in Ha- 
vana, and it has a mighty reputation as an 
importer. Galban & Co. have always been 
strong and aggressive factors and have se- 


‘cured a supremacy in mapy imports, includ- 


ing flour. Galban has always made ita 
‘point to ‘‘do up’’ a competitor whom he 


‘considered was making pretensions, and he 


hus gone about this systematically and with 
such success that the other importers are 
unwilling to attempt a fight. Should a mer- 
chant load up with sugar, Galban would 
glut the market with his purchases and cut 
the price. Galban’s imports of provisions 
were very large, and if another importer 
caused him trouble, he added to his stock 
and offered below cost. 1 was told that the 
undoing of several houses had resulted from 
these tactics, and that all the firms have 
tasted the bitter of these commercial wars. 
The senior Galban is a large and rather 
portly man, with not an unkindly demean- 
or. He understands but little English. 
His age I should estimate at something over 
sixty years, and the inroads of business 
troubles show somewhat in his countenance, 
but not in his sturdy frame. He has arrived 
at that point in his business career where 
he is the consulting head of affairs, and the 
active business is now in charge of his sons, 
allof whom speak English. The soonest 
Galban, at the head of affairs, is probably 
forty, and is active and ag ive in busi- 
ness, but with no trace of his inclinations 
notable in his general demeanor. It was 
said that Galban under Spanish rule could 
outdo other houses because of his success in 
dealing with the custom house officials; but 
this, both father and son deny with vigor. 
If they did have any undue advantages, 
they are now on a commercial parity with 
others, and ibly this may result in their 
gradual and ultimate loss of much trade. 
A question of — interest, it seems to me 
is whether Galban under his present system 
of flour importation, working in conjunc- 
tion with Emilio Puig of New York, will be 
able to hold his trade against the efforts of 
the American millers, who are studyin 
every point of advantage and are determin 
to force trade on the basis in use abroad. 
Isaw Mr. Puig ut the Inglaterra. He is 
reputed to be a shrewd business man. 
Galban & Oo. havea large and substantial 
building on San Ignacie street. The up- 
stairs office is en from an interior 
court, and the place does not differ in ap- 
pearance from those of other importing 
firms. The firm acts as agent of the Mor- 
gan Line of steamers from New Orleans, 
and has imported much flour by this line, 
although making regular importations 
through New York. This company handles 
the flour of some five or six mills and sells 
to flour dealers throughout the entire island. 
Two of the mills that sell Galban the most 
of his flour are located in St. Louis, but 
many different mills have made sales at in- 
tervals. Galban’s relations will probably 
be confined to about five mills in the future. 
Galban has established two principal brands 
of his own in Cuba—Tontina and Palmyra. 
Every bakery on the island knows these 
flours; and in the interior, among the dis- 
tributing houses, they are the best known. 
I have said that Galban has been accused 
of connivance with Spanish officials in se- 
euring flour at a nominal duty; also that he 
positively denied it. Other importers, how- 
ever, do not hesitate to acknowl such 
benefits at the hands of the Spanish officials, 
and one openly stated that just prior to the 
change in the custom house, late in De- 
cember, he had 2,000 sacks of flour unloaded 
in the bay, upon which he paid in Spanish 
gold only 33c duty r sack. This is one 
of the largest houses in Havana, thoroughly 
reliable and has never been known to repu- 





diate a debt, but it does not draw a point of 
honor on a transaction where the govern- 
ment is defrauded. 

In getting back to the firm of Galban, 

wever, there is one point that may score 
against it in holding the trade, viz.. that 
importers are all working to displace it. It 
is Galban against the field. ir great 

int of nny ped other importers lies 
n the fact that y give the bakers of Ha- 
vana from thirty days to six months to pay 
= their flour, which is hard competition 


Among the central figures in the Ou- 
ban trade, Galban is the most prominent, 
and for that reason I have dwelt somewhat 
upon his trade. As a heavy importer of 
flour, he is not a marvel, and in a market 
in Great Britain would only receive passin 
comment; but to the mill in the Uni 
States that wants Cuban trade and is trying 
to sell flour, he presents an interesting study. 
Just previous to the change of government 
on January Ist, Galban made heavy impor- 
tations of American flour, and now has a big 
stock in the trade and outstanding stocks 
with many bakers. 

Strange to say the Havana Produce Ex- 
en records go to show that stocks of 
flour in Havana January 1st were excveding- 
ly low, and the estimate made is at a ridicu- 
lous figure. Millers who have made con- 
signments to the island will soon find out 
that the stocks at that time were sufficient 
to keep Havana stocked for several months. 

The firm of Silviera & Co. at Mercaderes 
5 is the nearest approach to an exclusively 
flour house in Havana. Their trade has 
long been established, and their connection 
with the Texas Star mills of Galveston, has 

roved quite advantageous. This mill has 

ept a small steamer in the Ouban trade, 
exporting flour and millfeeds and importing 
several products. At present the Gyller, of 
394 tons and having capacity to carry some 
6,000 sacks of flour, lands consignments at 
regular intervals. There is some under- 
standing between all parties which admits 
of this arrangement and it would appear 
that it is successful. Silviera & Oo. do 
quite an extensive business and have other 
connections with whom they work, notably 
the Brand-Dunwoody Milling Co. of Joplin, 
Mo., and the J. B. Buss Mills of St. Louis;

Mr. Tellez has some 
good connections in the Camp Spring Mills 
of Nashville, Ill., and the St. Louis Mill- 
ing Oo., Carlinville, Ill.

HAVANA. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Our flour market is extremely quiet just 
now and prices have declined considerably 
in the last few days. due to great competi- 
tion. Besides the old-time importers, t 
are now several American firms which have 
been established lately and which are 
also betaqiee flour here, age | the 
Pillsbury-Washburn company which has 
entered this market for all it is worth and 
with brilliant prospects. Besides all this 
we have any number of speculators from the 
States who have come here with flour think- 
ing it would be like selling gold coins, but 
they have found out that this market does 
not take to new flour so readily ; consequent- 
ly they have had to sacrifice their goods for 
any price they could get. This state of 
affairs demoralizes things terribly, and to- 
day there is no standard price for flour. All 
this will change gradually for the better, 
and the business will stay in the hands of 
those who can stand the strong competition 
and are prepared to lose some money in the 
beginning. The great difficulty in this 
market is to introduce new brands. 


NOTES. 


Gen. Maximo Gomez, the general in chief 
of the insurgent army, is now in Havana, 
consulting with the American authorities. 

It is said with great persistency on "Change 
that the firm of Galban & Co. bas formed 
some sort of combine with the principal 
St. Louis mills by which they are to be 
their exclusive agents in this market, thus 
preventing their competitors from handling 
St. Louis flour. 

The situation here will not improve ma- 
terially until such time as the insurgent 
forces have been disbanded. No one cares 
to sell to the interior towns, for fear of some- 
thing, but no one knows what. The coun- 
try will not be considered entirely pacified 
as long as the insurgent army exists. 

The interior is in a very poor condition, 
very few plantations are being worked, and 
there isa great scarcity of farm-hands. 
This is one of the most important problems 
to be solved by the new government, for the 
rural people of Ouba have almost disap- 

> ost of themn have died from starv- 





ation. 





The general health of Havana is very good. 
We have had cool weather for the last two 
weeks. Never in the history of Havana have 
we seen so many tourists. Hotel accom- 
modations, owing to the number, are poor 
indeed, but rumors are afloat that an Amer- 
ican syndicate will soon begin the construc- 
tion of a large and modern hotel.
